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The Laws of Oregon for the 

Protection of Fish and Game 

CHAPTEE 287, LAWS OF 1915 

(a) There shall be and is hereby created a State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners which shall 
consist of five members, of which the Governor of the 
State of Oregon shall be chairman ex officio, the remain- 
ing four members to be appointed by the Governor, one 
to serve one year, one to serve two years, one to serve 
three years and one to serve four years, and thereafter 
to be appointed by the Governor at the expiration of 
their first terms to serve for four vears unless sooner 
removed. The Governor is hereby given the power to 
remove any member of said board for the good of the 
service. Two of the members of said board shall be 
bona fide residents of Game District No. 1 and the other 
two of the members of said board shall be bona fide 
residents of Game District No. 2. Said board shall as 
soon as appointed and annually thereafter meet and 
organize and select a secretary, and shall hold quarterly 
meetings at the State Capitol or at such other times and 
places as it may deem necessary and proper. Three 
members of said board shall constitute a quorum and 
shall have full power to transact any and all business 
which may come before said board. [§ 1, Ch. 287, 
Laws 1915.] 

(6) The members of said board shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services as members thereof, except 
a per diem of $5.00 for each member for every day in 
actual attendance at the meetings of said board or in the

execution of the duties of such members as a member 
of said board; provided, however, that in no instance 
shall any member of said board receive as salary or per 
diem a sum in excess of $200.00 in any one year; and 
the members of said board shall also be allowed their 
necessary traveling expenses. [§ 2, Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 
(c) Said State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners or a majority thereof, shall have full power and 
authority to enforce all laws of the State of Oregon 
respecting the protection, preservation and propagation 
of fish, game animals, game and non-game birds within 
the State. They shall have the exclusive power to expend 
for the protection, preservation or propagation of fish 
and game, all funds of the State of Oregon acquired for 
the protection, preservation or propagation of fish and 
game arising from State appropriations, licenses, gifts or 
otherwise ; and they shall have full power and authority 
to condemn and dispose of all property owned by the 
State of Oregon and used for the protection or propa- 
gation of fish and game, which shall have been found 
to be of no further use or value to the State, and shall 
turn over the proceeds arising therefrom to the State 
Treasurer to be by him credited to the proper fund as 
hereinafter provided. Said State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners shall have full power and authority 
to use so much of the State funds as may be necessary 
for the acquisition of lands, water rights and easements, 
and other property; and for the construction, mainte- 
nance, operation and repair of fish hatcheries and other 
means and appliances for the protection and propagation 
of fish and game in the State of Oregon. And said 
board is authorized, if they see fit, to maintain an edu- 
cational and biological department of their work for the 
collection and diffusion of such statistics and informa- 
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tion as shall be germane to the purposes of this Act. 
[§ 3, Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 

(d) That it shall be the duty of the said board imme- 
diately upon this Act taking effect, to appoint a Master 
Fish Warden, deputy fish wardens, and a clerk, provided 
by Sections 5272, 5273, 5274 and 5275 of Lord's Oregon 
Laws, who shall hold office for a term of four years, 
unless sooner removed by the board; and such officers 
shall be subject to the supervision and control of said 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. [§ 4, 
Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 

(e) That the office of State Game Warden is hereby 
created, and immediately after the taking effect of this 
Act the said board shall appoint a State Game Warden, 
who shall hold office for a period of four years, unless 
sooner removed by the board, and who shall be paid an 
annual salary of two thousand four hundred ($2,400.00) 
dollars, payable monthly out of the game protection 
fund, and such game warden shall have all of the powers 
and duties now by law conferred upon and delegated 
to the State Game Warden, and such State Game Warden 
shall be subject to the supervision and control of said 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. [§ 5, 
Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 

(/) All deputy fish and game wardens shall have the 
same powers in the enforcement of the fish and game 
laws of the State as the State Game Warden and the 
Master Fish Warden, and shall be under the direction 
and supervision and control of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners; and such deputy fish and 
game wardens shall be vested with all of the authority 
of a sheriff to perform the duties prescribed by the laws 
of the State of Oregon for the protection of fish and 
game animals, game birds, non-game birds and game 
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fish. Such deputy fish and game wardens before enter- 
ing upon their duties shall take and file with the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners the oath of 
office prescribed for other officers. [§ 6, Ch. 287, 
Laws 1915.] 

(g) The deputy fish and game wardens shall report 
to the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners all 
violations of the game and fish laws in their respective 
counties, all arrests and convictions and shall make such 
recommendations as to the propagation of game fish and 
game birds in their respective counties as shall be 
required by the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners. [§ 7, Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 

(h) Said State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall have power to appoint such a number of 
deputy fish and game wardens in the various counties 
of this State as may be deemed necessary for the enforce- 
ment of the law, or for such other purposes as the board 
may direct, and who shall hold their offices for such 
time as the board may designate, and who may be 
removed from office by said State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners at any time, and their places filled 
in like manner as at the original appointment. Said 
deputy fish and game wardens shall perform their duties 
at the direction of and subject to the supervision and 
control of the said board. Said deputy fish and game 
wardens shall each receive a per diem compensation to 
be fixed by the said State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners, of not to exceed three ($3.00) dollars 
per day for each day actually spent in the discharge of 
their duties and their actual expenses necessarily 
incurred when so employed, said compensation and 
expenses to be paid in like manner as that of the Master 
Fish Warden and the State Game Warden, on the 
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approval of itemized vouchers therefor verified under 
oath. All claims for salaries, per diems, and expenses 
however incurred by or under authority of the board 
shall be approved by said State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners, or a majority thereof, and upon being 
audited by the Secretary of State, warrants for the 
respective amounts shall be drawn on the State Treasurer. 
[§ 8, Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 
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Game Code of Oregon 

Section 1. No person shall at any time or in any 
manner acquire any property in, or subject to his domin- 
ion or control, any of the wild game animals, fur-bearing 
animals, game birds, non-game birds or game fish, or 
any part thereof, of the State of Oregon, but they shall 
always and under all circumstances be and remain the 
property of the State, except that by killing, catching 
or taking the same in the. manner and for the purpose 
herein authorized and during the period not herein 
prohibited the same may be used by any person at the 
time, and in the manner, and for the purpose herein 
expressly provided. Any person hunting or trapping for 
or having in possession any game animals, fur-bearing 
animals, game birds, non-game birds, or game fish at 
any time in any manner shall be deemed to consent that 
the title shall be and remain in the State for the purpose 
of regulating the use and disposition of the same, and 
such possession shall be deemed the consent of such 
person as aforesaid, whether said animals, birds or fish 
were taken within or without the State. [§ 1, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

Definitions and Constructions 

Sec. 2. (a) The following words and phrases in this 
Act are, for the purpose of this Act, defined as follows : 

(b) Open season is the time during which any game 
animal, fur-bearing animal, game bird or game fish may 
be taken within the State of Oregon, under such restric- 
tions and regulations as may be provided by law for the 
killing or taking of same. 

(c) Closed season is the time during which it is pro- 
hibited by law within the State of Oregon to hunt, 
pursue, take, kill, injure, destroy or have in possession 
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any game animal, fur-bearing animal, game bird or 
game fish, or any part thereof. 

(d) The word game includes any wild bird, animal 
or fish, or carcass or portion thereof, either singly or 
collectively, mentioned in this Act, on which there is 
an open and closed season. 

(e) The word plumage includes any part of the 
feathers, head, wing or tail of any bird, and whenever 
the word occurs in this Act, reference is had to the 
plumage of any bird coming from within or without 
the State of Oregon, but it shall not be construed to 
apply to the feathers of the ostrich, domestic fowls or 
the feathers of any game bird obtained during the open 
season for the killing of such bird. 

(/) The words hunt and hunting include pursuing, 
shooting at, killing or capturing any game animal, fur- 
bearing animal, or game bird, and lesser acts, such as 
disturbing, harrying, worrying or using a gun, dog or 
like method commonly employed to take such game 
animal, fur-bearing animal or game bird; whether this 
results in taking or not, and includes every attempt to 
take, and every act of assistance of any other person to 
take or attempting to take such animal or bird, and any 
person who counsels, aids or assists in any violation of 
any of the provisions of this Act, or knowingly shares in 
any of the proceeds of said violations by receiving or 
possessing any wild game bird, game animal, or fur- 
bearing animal shall be deemed to have incurred the 
penalties provided in this Act against such person guilty 
of such violation. Whenever hunting is allowed by law, 
reference is had to taking by lawful methods in lawful 
manner. 

(g) The word trap or trapping includes the use of 
any trap, net, snare or deadfall used for the purpose of 
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killing or attempting to kill, capture, trap, net or ensnare 
any game animal, fur-bearing animal game bird, non- 
game bird or game fish, whether this results in taking 
or not, and includes every attempt of assistance of any 
other person to take or attempt to take by such methods. 

(h) The words angle or angling mean taking or fish- 
ing for any fish by hook and line in hand or rod in hand. 

(i) The word possession means that if there be any 
person or two or more persons, any of whom, with the 
knowledge and consent of the rest, has any game bird, 
non-game bird, game animal or fish or fur-bearing 
animal in custody or possession, it shall be deemed and 
taken to be in the custody and possession of each and 
all of them, and if any person has any such game bird, 
animal, or fish or fur-bearing animal in possession when 
it is illegal to take or have same, such fact shall be 
prima facie evidence that such person killed such game 
illegally. 

(/) The word trout includes any speckled trout, brook 
trout, cut-throat trout, Dolly Varden trout, brown trout, 
rainbow trout, mountain trout, black - spotted trout, 
salmon trout, land-locked salmon, lake trout and char, 
and any other variety or species of trout, and it also 
includes any steel-head trout under 15 inches in length 
and any species of salmon under 15 inches in length. 

The words game fish include any trout mentioned in 
this Act, and also bass, crappies, graylings, catfish and 
Williamson's whitefish. 

(h) The words scientific use or scientific purposes 
as mentioned in this Act shall be deemed to include 
only the examination and study of any bird or animal 
for the acquisition of knowledge thereof, and shall not 
include the killing or taking of any animal or bird for 
mounting or preserving by taxidermy, or for any pur- 
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pose otherwise than for making collection for educational 
purposes, and no collection shall be made for the purpose 
of barter or sale. 

(I) Where lands are referred to as enclosed the boun- 
daries may be indicated by wire, ditch, hedge, fence, 
water or by any visible or distinctive lines that indicate 
a separation from the surroundings or contiguous 
territory. 

(m) The words cold storage mean the storage of any 
of the game birds, game animals or game fish in the 
State of Oregon in any warehouse or refrigerating room 
for the purpose of preservation by artificial cold or 
other means. 

(ft) The word set-line means a line, or rod and line, 
not personally attended, set in waters inhabited by any 
game fish of the State of Oregon. 

(o) The word person or persons, used in this Act, 
shall be deemed to include any individual or individuals, 
firms, partnerships or corporations. 

(p) The words common carrier shall be held to include 
any railroad company, steamboat company or express 
company, person, firm or corporation who carries or 
transports any of the game animals shipped from 
within or without the State for pay. 

(q) The words bag limit mean the numbers or amount 
of game animals, game birds, game fish and fur-bearing 
animals, which it is legal to kill at any one time or 
during any stated period; provided, that it shall be 
unlawful to have in possession at any time any greater 
number or amount of said game animals, game birds, 
game fish and fur-bearing animals than the bag limit 
hereinafter specified. 

(r) The word non-resident means any person who 
has not resided in the State of Oregon wherein he 
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applies for a hunting license, for a period of thirty 
days immediately before making application. [§ 2, Ch. 
232, Laws 1913.] 

(s) The word protection used in "game protection 
fund" and in the phrase "protection and propagation 
of game and game fish," and in other places in this 
Act, shall be taken to mean not only policing and 
patroling but it shall be taken in its broader sense also 
to mean educational, scientific and other work which 
may be effective in interesting and encouraging people 
for the better conservation of the wild birds, animals 
and fish of the State. [§ 1, Ch. 181, Laws 1915.] 

Game Districts 

Sec. 3. For the purpose of this Act, the State of 
Oregon is hereby divided into two game districts as 
follows : 

District No, 1 

District No. 1 shall include that portion of the State 
of Oregon lying west of the Cascade Mountains and shall 
comprise the territory now included in the counties of 
Clatsop, Columbia, Tillamook, Washington, Benton, 
Multnomah, Yamhill, Clackamas, Lincoln, Polk, Marion, 
Linn, Lane, Coos, Douglas, Curry, Josephine and Jackson. 

District No. 2 

District No. 2 shall include that portion of the State 
of Oregon lying east of the Cascade Mountains, and 
shall comprise the territory now included in the counties 
of Wasco, Crook, Klamath, Lake, Sherman, Grant, 
Wheeler, Gilliam, Hood River, Morrow, Umatilla, Wal- 
lowa, Union, Baker, Malheur and Harney. [§ 3, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 
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Game Animals Protected at All Times 

Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon at any time to hunt for or have in possession 
any mountain sheep, mountain goat, antelope, elk, moose, 
caribou, beaver, female deer or spotted fawn or young 
deer of the first year, or any portion thereof, except for 
scientific, breeding or other purposes as herein expressly 
provided. [§ 4, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Game Birds Defined 

Sec. 5. For the purpose of this Act the following 
only shall be considered game birds : Anatidae, commonly 
known as swan, geese, river and sea ducks; Rallidae, 
commonly known as rails and coots or mudhens ; Limi- 
colae, commonly known as shore birds, plovers, surf 
birds, snipe, sandpipers, tattlers and curlews; Gallinae, 
commonly known as wild turkey, sage hens, grouse, 
prairie chickens, pheasants, partridges and quail. [§ 5, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Game Birds Protected at All Times 

Sec. 6. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon at any time to hunt for or have in possesion 
any silver pheasant {euplocomus nycthemerus) ; golden 
pheasant (chrysoloplius pictus) ; Eeeves pheasant (pha- 
sianus reevesi) ; English pheasant (phasianus colchicus) ; 
Hungarian partridge (perdix perdix) ; Franklin's grouse 
or fool hen (canachites franklini) ; prairie chicken (pedi- 
oecetes phasianellus) ; bob-white quail (colinus virgin- 
ianus) ; swan (cygninae) ; wild turkeys (meleagridae) ; 
and certain small shore birds commonlv known as "sand- 
peeps" or sandpipers, as follows: Least sandpiper (pisQ- 
bia minutilla) ; western sandpiper (ereunetes mauri) ; 
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solitary sandpiper (helodromas solitarius solitarius) ; 
semipalmated plover (aegialitis semipalmata) ; snowy 
plover (aegialitis nivosa). [§ 6, Ch. 232, Laws 1913, as 
amended by § 4, Ch. 331, Laws 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Non-Game Birds Protected at All Times 

Sec. 7. No person shall, within the State of Oregon, 
hunt for, kill or take or have in his or her possession, 
living or dead, any wild bird, other than game birds or 
non-game birds not protected by law, or purchase or 
offer or expose for sale, transport or ship within or 
without the State any such wild bird after it has been 
killed or caught, except as permitted by this Act. No 
part of the plumage of birds protected by this section 
shall be sold or offered for sale or had in possession 
except for scientific purposes. [§ 7, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Non-Game Birds Not Protected 

Sec. 8. There shall be no closed season within the 
State of Oregon on any of the species of birds enume- 
rated in this section, namely: Duck hawk (falco pere- 
grinus anatum) ; western goshawk (astur atricapillus 
striatulus) ; Cooper hawk (accipiter cooperi) ; sharp- 
shinned hawk {accipiter velox) ; prairie falcon (falco 
Mexicanus) ; English sparrow (passer domesticus) ; 
great horned owl (bubo Virginianus) ; northern shrike 
(lanius borealis) ; cormorants (phalacrocoracidae) ; 
American merganser (mergus Americanus) ; crows and 
ravens (genus corvus) ; magpies (genus pica) ; and blue 
jays (genus cyanocitta and genus aphelocoma). [§ 8, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 
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Nests of Birds Protected 

Sec. 9. Any person who shall, within the State of 
Oregon, take or needlessly destroy, sell or offer for sale 
the nest or the eggs of any wild bird, except non-game 
birds not protected by law, or who shall have such nest 
or eggs in his or her possession, except for scientific 
purposes as provided by this Act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished as hereinafter pro- 
vided. [§ 9, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Open Season — Game, Animals and Birds — 

Number — Quantity 

Sec. 10. (a) It shall be lawful within the State of 
Oregon to hunt during the open season therefor, but at 
any other time it shall be unlawful to hunt for or have 
in possession, either dead or alive, whole or in part, the 
following game animals and game birds, in the manner, 
of the kind, for the purpose and to the number and 
extent in this Act provided, and the open season therefor 
in each year shall begin and end as hereinafter provided, 
both dates inclusive, namely : 

District No. 1 

(b) The open season on game animals and game birds 
in Game District No. One (1) of the State of Oregon 
shall hereafter be as follows : 

(c) Game animals: Deer with horns, from August 
15th to October 31st of each year. Bag limit, three such 
deer during any one season. 

(d) Silver gray squirrels, from September 1st to 
October 31st of each year. Bag limit, five such squirrels 
in any seven consecutive days. 
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(e) Game birds: Ducks, geese, rails, coots and shore 
birds, open season from November 1st to February 15th 
of the following year. Bag limit, 30 such birds in any 
seven consecutive days. 

(/) Game birds: Ducks, geese, rails, coots and shore 
birds, open season in Multnomah, Clatsop, Columbia, 
Tillamook and Coos counties, September 15th to Decem- 
ber 31st. Bag limit, 30 of such birds in any seven con- 
secutive days. Additional open season, Clatsop County — 
geese from March 1st to April 30th. Additional open 
season for Coos County — ducks from December 31st to 
January 31st. 

(g) Chinese {torquatus) pheasant, sooty or blue 
grouse, ruffed grouse or native pheasant, open season 
from October 1st to October 31st of each year, except 
that in Jackson County the open season shall extend 
from October 1st to October 10th of each year. Bag 
limit, five of any or all such birds during any one day, 
or 10 during any seven consecutive days; provided, that 
no bag of five birds shall contain more than one female 
Chinese pheasant. Provided, that no more than two 
female Chinese pheasants be killed in any seven consecu- 
tive days. There shall be no open season on any Chinese 
pheasants in Josephine, Coos and Curry Counties in 
Game District No. One (1) of the State of Oregon. 

(h) There shall be no open season for mountain or 
plumed and California or valley quail, except that in 
Jackson, Josephine, Coos and Curry Counties the open 
season shall be from October 1st to October 31st of 
each year. 

(t) Doves and wild pigeons, open season from Sep- 
tember 1st to October 31st of each year. Bag limit, 
10 of such birds in any one day or 20 in any seven 
consecutive days. 

For penalty see Section 62. 
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District No. 2 

(;) The open season on game animals and game birds 
in District No. Two (2) of the State of Oregon shall 
be as follows: 

(k) Game animals: Deer with horns, open season 
from August 15th to October 31st of each year. Bag 
limit, of such deer three during any one season. 

(I) Game birds: Ducks, geese, rails, coots and shore 
birds, open season from September 1st to February 15th 
of the following year ; provided, however, that in the 
counties of Baker, Harney, Malheur, Lake, Grant, Wasco, 
Sherman, Gilliam, Morrow, Umatilla and Wheeler the 
open season for geese shall extend from September 1st 
to April 1st of the following year. Bag limit, 30 of 
such birds in any seven consecutive days. 

(m) Sage hens, open season from July 15th to August 
31st of each year. Prairie chickens, open season in 
Union, Wasco and Sherman Counties, October 1st to 
October 15th of each year. Bag limit, five of any or 
all such birds in any one day or 10 in any seven 
consecutive days. 

(n) Blue or sooty grouse, ruffed grouse or native 
pheasant, open season from August 15th to October 31st 
of each year. Bag limit, five of any or all such birds 
during any one day or 10 in any seven consecutive days. 

(o) There shall be no open season for mountain or 
plumed, California or valley quail, except in Klamath 
County, where the open season shall be from October 1st 
to October 10th. Bag limit, 10 of such birds in any 
seven consecutive days. 

(p) Doves, open season from September 1st to Octo- 
ber 31st of each year. Bag limit, 10 of such birds in 
any one day or 20 in any seven consecutive days. 
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(q) There shall be no open season on Chinese {tor- 
quatus) pheasants in Game District No. Two (2) of 
the State of Oregon, except in Union County, in which 
county the open season for Chinese pheasants shall 
extend from October 1st to October 10th of each year. 
Bag limit, five of such birds during any one day, or 
10 during any seven consecutive days; provided, that no 
bag of five birds shall contain more than one female 
Chinese pheasant; provided, that no more than two 
female Chinese pheasants be killed in any seven 
consecutive days. [§ 1, Ch. 331, Laws 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Disguising of Sex and Kind Prohibited 

Sec. 11. It shall be unlawful at any time for any 
person within the State of Oregon, after having killed 
any deer, to mutilate, or have in possession, the carcass 
or skin thereof in any manner so as to disguise the sex 
and prevent the same from being ascertained or deter- 
mined; and it shall be unlawful for any person to have 
in possession the plucked carcass in any manner so as to 
disguise the species or kind of any game bird while in 
the field or forest, or while upon any highway, train, 
car, boat or other conveyance when returning from any 
hunting trip with gun or other hunting equipment. 
[§ 11, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Dried Deer Meat 

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon for any person, at any time, to have in pos- 
session more than 40 pounds of any dried, smoked, 
evaporated or jerked venison or deer meat. [§ 12, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 
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Protection of Deer From Dogs 

Sec. 13. (a) No person or persons shall make use 
of a dog in hunting, pursuing or killing any of the 
game animals of the State of Oregon. 

(&) It shall be unlawful for any person to watch or 
lie in wait upon or near any dry or wet stands, licks, 
trails or runways, creeks, rivers or lakes of the State 
of Oregon that deer are accustomed to use or at any 
time when pursued by dog or dogs with intent to take, 
kill, injure or destroy any such deer. [§ 1, Ch. 37, 
Laws 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Unlawful to Hunt Geese — Where 

Sec. 14. It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt 
or trap any wild goose on any island or sand bar or 
within one-fourth mile from the high water flow line 
along the Columbia Eiver of the State of Oregon, 
east of its junction with the Hood Eiver, and it 
shall be unlawful for any person to hunt or trap any 
wild goose on any island or sand bar along or in the 
Deschutes Eiver from the Columbia Eiver south to its 
junction with White Eiver, or on any island or sand bar 
along or in the John Day Eiver from the Columbia 
Eiver south to its juncture with Thirty-Mile Creek. 
[§ 14, C. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Night Hunting and Fishing Prohibited 

Sec. 15. '(a) No person shall within the State of 
Oregon at any time between one-half hour after sunset 
and one-half hour before sunrise hunt or catch any of 
the game birds or game animals of the State. 
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(6) No person shall within the State of Oregon at 
any time between one hour after sunset and one hour 
before sunrise angle for or catch any of the game fish 
mentioned in this Act. 

(c) It shall be prima facie evidence of a violation of 
this Act if any person, between such hours, with a gun 
lies in wait upon or near the runways or trails used by 
game animals, or on flyways or in any blind near any 
pond, or other body of water, which water fowl are 
accustomed to use, or with fishing rod, lines, etc., used 
for catching game fish, on any of the streams of the 
State inhabited by game fish. [§ 15, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

Sale Prohibited 

Sec. 16. (a) No person shall, within the State of 
Oregon, at any time, hunt or catch or have in possession 
any of the game animals, game birds or game fish, 
excepting fur-bearing animals, for the purpose of 
obtaining the skin, hide, horns, hams, plumage or flesh, 
in whole or in part, of such animals, birds or fish for 
the purpose of sale, or shall sell, barter, exchange or 
trade same except as provided in this Act, and it shall 
be unlawful at any time for any person or common 
carrier to buy or sell or offer for sale, or have in pos- 
session for sale, or to transport or carry for the purpose 
of trade, sale, barter or exchange, the skin, hide, horns, 
hams, plumage, flesh, carcass or portion of carcass of 
any such game animal, game bird or game fish, except 
as provided in this Act, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to hunt or take any of the game birds or 
game animals or game fish of the State of Oregon for 
wages or hire or other valuable consideration ; provided, 
that nothing in this section shall be construed as pro- 
hibiting the sale, barter, exchange or trade, or the trans- 
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portation for the purpose of sale, barter, exchange or 
trade of geese killed in Wasco, Sherman, Gilliam, Har- 
ney, Crook, Morrow and Umatilla counties in the State 
of Oregon during the open season therefor in said 
counties and within the limit and in the manner accord- 
ing to the tagging system as provided in Chapter 232 of 
the General Laws of Oregon for 1913 as amended by 
this Act. [§ 2, Ch. 331, Laws 1915.] 

(b) It shall be lawful within the State of Oregon to 
buy or sell or offer for sale or have in possession for 
sale or to transport or carry for the purpose of trade 
or sale, bass, crappies, catfish, and Dolly Varden trout; 
provided, said game fish is taken from waters outside 
of the boundaries of the State of Oregon and punched or 
tagged by a system provided by the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, and shipped or transported 
into this State in accordance with the following pro- 
visions : 

1. All parcels, packages, boxes or other receptacles 
containing any of the game fish allowed to be shipped 
into this State shall be labelled in plain letters on the 
address side of the package so as to disclose the fact 
that such parcel, package or box contains game fish and 
specifying the kind contained therein, the lot or quantity 
thereof and the name and address of the shipper or 
consignor. 

2. Every such shipment of game fisli into this State 
shall be accompanied by a written inventory mailed on 
the day of shipment in due course and addressed to the 
consignee or person receiving the shipment in this State, 
which inventory shall set forth the date, name and 
address of the purchaser or consignee to whom shipment 
is made, the number of parcels or boxes, kind of fish 
contained in each parcel or box and the quantity thereof. 
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3. The bill of lading or shipping receipt, in addition 
to the usual written and printed matter shall contain the 
same information as prescribed in subdivision 2. 

4. It shall be unlawful for any common carrier, its 
officers, agents or employes to receive such parcels, 
packages, boxes or other receptacles for transportation 
into this State unless such package shall have been 
labelled as herein required and the bill of lading or 
shipping receipt shall have contained therein the infor- 
mation required in subdivision 2. 

5. Every common carrier within this State shall keep 
and retain for a period of sixty (60) days a separate 
and complete list of each and every such shipment into 
this State and shall upon request exhibit the same to 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners of 
Oregon or to any of its deputies for inspection. 

6. Every person, firm or corporation receiving such 
shipment within the State of Oregon shall for a period 
of sixty (60) days retain the invoice of the game fish 
which he or it may have purchased or received on con- 
signment, and shall upon request exhibit the same to the 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners of Oregon 
or to its deputies for inspection. 

Every person violating the provisions of this Act shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. [§ 1, Ch. 197, Laws 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Civil Liability for Destroying Game Illegally 

Sec. 17. The State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall have power to institute suit for the recovery 
of damages for the unlawful killing of any of the game 
birds and animals, property of the State of Oregon, 
provided the liability for the illegal killing of each of 
the game birds and animals shall be as follows: Elk, 
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not less than $100 or more than $300 ; mountain sheep, 
not less than $100 or more than $300 ; mountain goat, 
not less than $100 or more than $300; moose, not less 
than $100 or more than $300; antelope, not less than 
$100 or more than $200; any of the protected upland 
game birds or water fowl, not less than $2.00 or more 
than $5.00. 

Such civil liability shall be in addition to other penal- 
ties as prescribed by this Act for the unlawful killing of 
game birds and animals ; provided, that any justice court 
shall have jurisdiction to try any cases for the recovery 
of damages for the killing of any of the wild birds or 
animals, as provided by this Act. [§ 17, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

Method of Hunting and Fishing Kegulated 

Sec. 18. None of the wild animals, birds or fish of 
the State of Oregon shall be pursued, taken, wounded 
or killed with any weapon other than the ordinary shoul- 
der gun or pistol, provided that no shotgun larger than 
ten (10) gauge shall be used in hunting game, and no 
game fish shall be taken or killed except by angling for 
same in the ordinary manner with a rod and line held 
in the hand and the hook or hooks baited with natural 
or artificial bait or lure. Such fishing for game fish 
with snag or gaff hooks, set line or lines having more 
than three hooks thereon shall be deemed unlawful, 
unless otherwise provided. [§ 18, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Trapping, Netting, Ensnaring 

Sec. 19. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon at any time to trap, net or ensnare or attempt 
to trap, net or ensnare any of the wild game animals, 
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Killing for Humane Purposes 

Sec. 24. Any crippled or helpless game bird or animal 
may be killed by any person, or may be captured and 
retained as a pet, where it can be shown that such killing 
or taking was for humane purposes, or for the purpose 
of saving the life thereof; provided, that the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners, or any game warden, 
be immediately notified of such taking or killing. 
Nothing in this section shall prevent a prosecution from 
being undertaken against any person unless the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners shall be satis- 
fied that the killing or taking was done in good faith 
for humane purposes. Any animal or bird killed under 
the provisions of this section shall, if suitable for food, 
be turned over to some charitable institution. [§ 24, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Animals and Birds Doing Damage May Be Killed 

Sec. 25. On complaint of any freeholder of the State 
of Oregon that any beaver or other wild animal or birds 
of the State are doing damage to his or her property, 
upon written permission from the State Game Warden, 
first obtained, said freeholder shall be permitted, or any 
game warden may be instructed to kill or capture such 
animals or birds, under such regulations as the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may provide. 
In case the State Game Warden shall neglect or refuse 
to grant such permission, for a period of ten days after 
the complaint is made, then the complainant may kill 
or capture such animals. Any animals or birds killed 
under the provisions of this section shall be the property 
of the State and shall be disposed of in such manner as 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners shall 
direct; provided, that any money derived from the sale

of any beaver hides or any such animal or bird or any 
portion thereof, may be used in payment for damages 
committed by beaver or other wild animals or birds. 
[§ 25, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Eegulating Use of Firearms by Children 

Sec. 26. No person within the State of Oregon under 
fourteen years of age shall be issued a hunting license or 
be permitted to hunt with a gun on lands other than his 
own premises or those of a parent, relative or guardian. 
[§ 26, Ch. 332, Laws 1913.] 

Seizure and Sale op Unlawful Devices 

Sec. 27. All guns, dogs, boats, traps, fishing appa- 
ratus and implements used in hunting or fishing or tak- 
ing any of the wild animals, birds, or fish of the State 
of Oregon in violation of the law, shall be declared a 
public nuisance and shall be forfeited and shall be seized 
by any member of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, by the State Game 
Warden, Master Fish Warden, or any deputy or 
any other officer charged with the enforcement 
of the game and fish laws of the State, and 
in case of conviction shall be held, proceeded with and 
disposed of as may be directed by the State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners; provided, that where 
deemed practicable, any game seized may be given away 
for charitable purposes; provided further, that any 
moneys derived from the sale of any seized guns, dogs, 
boats, traps, fishing apparatus, or implements shall be 
deposited in the game protection fund and used for the 
protection and propagation of any game animals, game 
birds or game fish of the State. [§ 27, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 
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Unlawful for Aliens to Hunt and Angle 

Sec. 28. (a) It shall be unlawful for any unnatu- 
ralized, foreign-born person within the State of Oregon, 
who has not legally declared his intention to become a 
citizen of the United States, to hunt, trap or angle for, 
or kill or take any of the wild animals, wild birds or 
fish of this State, or to have in possession any shotgun, 
rifle or any firearms, while in the field or forest, or in 
any tent, car or camp in the State without first having 
secured a gun license from the State Board, of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, paying therefor the sum of $25; 
provided, that nothing in this section shall be construed 
to allow such unnaturalized person to hunt or angle 
without first having obtained a regular hunter's or 
angler's license. 

(6) And it shall be unlawful for any such unnatu- 
ralized person to apply for, secure, or in any way attempt 
to secure a hunter's or angler's license without having 
in possession at the time of applying for or securing such 
hunter's or angler's license, a gun license, as provided 
by this section. 

(c) All moneys collected under the provisions of this 
section shall be forwarded to the State Treasurer, who 
shall place same to the credit of the game protection 
fund. [§ 28, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Poisoned Wheat 
Sec. 29. It shall be unlawful for any person within 
the State of Oregon to place any poisoned wheat or 
other grain, or any poisoned substance on which any of 
the game birds or non-game birds will feed anywhere in 
the State of Oregon, for the purpose of poisoning any 
of such wild birds enumerated in this Act. [§ 29, 
Ch. 232, LawB 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 
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Use of Live Pigeons as Targets 

Sec. 30. Any person who keeps or uses any live 
pigeons or other live birds for the purpose of a target, 
or to be shot at for amusement, or as a test of skill in 
markmanship, or shoots at a pigeon or other wild bird 
kept or used as aforesaid, or is a party to such shooting, 
or lets or knowingly permits the use of any building, 
room, field or premises for the purpose of such shooting 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. [§ 30, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Setting Fire in Tule Swamps 

Sec. 31. It shall be unlawful at any time within the 
State of Oregon between the fifteenth day of February 
an<J the fifteenth day of September to burn or cause to 
be burned or set fire to or destroy by fire any reeds or 
tules in the tule lands or swamps where ducks, geese or 
other birds are accustomed to nest; provided, that any 
freeholder may burn tules on his own land by first noti- 
fying the State Game Warden or any deputy who shall 
make such regulations as he may see fit in order to 
prevent the spread of such tule fires to adjacent prop- 
erty, and any person who neglects or refuses to observe 
such regulations shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. No 
person shall at any time of the year set fire to any 
tules or reeds in any marshes of the State on land not 
his own or shall set any such fire which is likely to 
spread off his own lands to any public lands or on the 
lands of another. [§ 31, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Wanton Waste of Game 

Sec. 32. (a) Any person who at any time, captures 
or destroys any game animal, except fur-bearing animals, 
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of this State, and detaches or removes from the carcass 
only the head, hide, antlers, horns, tusks or any or all 
of the aforesaid parts, is guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined not less than 
$200 or more than $500 or imprisonment in the county 
jail of the county wherein such unlawful act was com- 
mitted, for not less than sixty (60) days or more than 
six months. 

(6) Any person who, at any time after killing any 
game bird or game animal, fur-bearing animal, fish or 
shell fish, of the State, leaves such bird or animal, fish 
or shell fish, or an edible portion of same to needlessly 
go to waste shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than twenty-five ($25) 
dollars or more than one hundred and fifty ($150) 
dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county jail in* the 
county wherein such act was committed for not less than 
thirty (30) days or more than ninety (90) days, or both 
such fine and imprisonment. [§ 32, Ch.232, Laws 1913.] 

Hunting Upon Enclosed Lands 

Sec. 33. No person shall hunt with a dog or gun 
upon the cultivated or enclosed land, or the occupied 
unenclosed land of another, without first obtaining per- 
mission from the owner, occupant or agent thereof. No 
prosecution shall be commenced under this section except 
upon complaint of owner, occupant, or agent of such 
cultivated or enclosed land. [§ 33, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Possession of Live Animals and Birds 

Sec. 34. (a) Any public park, zoo, museum or person 
desiring to acquire by capture, purchase or otherwise, 
from within or without the State, any of the wild ani- 
mals or birds protected by the laws of the State of 
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Oregon, shall first secure from the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners a permit allowing them to 
hold such wild animals and birds in captivity. [§ 34, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Sec. 34b. That all fish in private ponds or pools 
and all game in the parks of individuals or municipal 
corporations propagated and bred by such individuals 
and municipal corporations, and fed and protected by 
them, shall be, and the same hereby is declared to be 
the private property of such individuals and municipal 
corporations, and may be disposed by such individual 
or municipal corporation under such tagging system as 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may 
prescribe. [§ 1, Ch. 202, Laws 1915.] 

Game Animals or Birds to Be Tagged — When 

Sec. 35. (a) Possession of game animals or birds, or 
any portion thereof, during the closed season, shall be 
prima facie evidence that the same have been unlawfully 
taken, unless each quarter of any deer, and the carcass 
of any other game animal or any game bird shall have 
been tagged by a game warden, or some person duly 
authorized by the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners, with a metal tag or seal, as hereinafter 
provided. 

(b) Upon the approval of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, the unplucked carcasses of 
game birds and the carcasses of game animals, may be 
imported into this State from without the United States 
and sold therein, from September 1st to March 1st, both 
dates inclusive; provided, that immediately upon their 
importation, and before they shall have been sold or 
offered for sale by the importer, or any other person, 
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there shall be affixed to each carcass, or portion thereof, 
a metal tag, as hereinafter provided. 

(c) Any person desiring to engage in the business of 
raising and selling any kind of game animals or game 
birds, must make application in writing to the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners for a permit. 
When it shall appear that such application is made in 
good faith, the State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall issue to such applicant a game breeder's per- 
mit, allowing such applicant to raise game birds or game 
animals in confinement and sell the same for breeding 
or stocking purposes, or to kill the same and sell the 
carcasses for food, as hereinafter provided. Any person 
to whom a game breeder's permit has been issued, may 
kill any such game birds or game animals raised in cap- 
tivity, at any time; provided, that such game birds or 
game animals so killed shall have been tagged, as 
hereinafter provided. 

(d) Any game animal or game bird which has been 
killed legally and held until the first day of the closed 
season, or any game animal or game bird, which it is 
desired to transport, otherwise than as baggage, where 
license coupon is attached, within or without the State, 
by common carrier or otherwise, either in closed or open 
season, or has been imported into the State from without 
the United States, or raised in captivity and desired to 
be killed and sold, as herein provided, must immediately, 
upon the first day of the closed season, or upon being 
transported, or immediately upon being imported, or 
before being sold, if either imported or raised in cap- 
tivity, have attached to each carcass or portion thereof, 
a metal tag or seal, which has been approved and which 
shall be supplied by the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners. The tag as attached shall remain as 
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aforesaid until the carcass of such game animal or game 
bird, or portion thereof, to which such tag has been 
affixed, shall have been consumed. The sale of any 
quarter or larger portion of such game animal, or the 
skin thereof, either before or after tanning, or any 
portion of such bird, which shall not at the time have 
affixed to it the tag or seal as aforesaid, shall be a mis- 
demeanor; provided, that the keeper of a hotel, restau- 
rant or boarding house, or a retail dealer in meat or any 
club may sell portions of a quarter of such game animal, 
or portions of any bird, so tagged, to guests, customers 
or members for consumption ; provided, a record of such 
sales is kept, which is open to inspection by any game 
warden or other officer at all times. 

(e) Such metal tags as are herein provided shall be 
attached to each game animal or game bird, or portions 
thereof, that is offered or accepted for transportation 
or storage within the State, in accordance with this Act, 
and shall remain attached until such animal or bird, or 
portion thereof, shall have been prepared for consump- 
tion for food; and the absence of such tag from any 
game animal or game bird, or portion thereof, which is 
not in the personal possession of the person who shot 
or killed the same, shall be prima facie evidence that 
such animal or bird was unlawfully taken or killed and 
that it is unlawfully in the possession of the person in 
whose possession it may be found. 

(f) It shall be unlawful for any common carrier or 
any cold storage warehouse, restaurant, hotel or boarding 
house or market, or any agent or employe thereof, to 
accept for transportation or storage, or to transport or 
store or have in possession any such game animal or 
game bird, or ship from any point in this State to any 
other point in the State or to any other state, or to

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deliver same to consignee after being shipped from any 
other state into this State, unless same shall have been 
tagged as herein provided, or unless same shall be offered 
to be shipped as baggage with license coupon attached 
where personally accompanied by owner. 

For penalty see Section 62. 

(g) The State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners, or any of its deputies, shall be entitled to receive 
and shall collect for each tag or seal affixed to the 
carcass of any game animal or game bird the sum of 
five cents (5 cts.), which amount shall be forwarded 
to the State Treasurer to be placed to the credit of the 
game protection fund. 

(h) The counterfeiting or imitation of such tags as 
aforesaid is hereby declared a misdemeanor, punishable 
by a fine of not less than $200 or more than $500, or 
by imprisonment in the county jail of the county 
wherein such crime was committed for a period of not 
less than 60 days or more than six months. ( [§ 35, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Having in Possession — Shipping Into State 

Sec. 36. No person shall within the State of Oregon 
at any time have in his possession or under his control 
within this State, any game bird, game animal or game 
fish, or any part thereof, which has been caught, taken 
or killed outside of this State at a time when it is 
unlawful to have in possession or under control any such 
bird, animal or fish, or parts thereof, if caught, taken 
or killed in this State, or which has been unlawfully 
taken, caught or killed outside of this State or unlaw- 
fully shipped therefrom into this State; provided, that 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may 
authorize any game, or part thereof, to be shipped into 
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this State on presentation of any affidavit from any 
officer of any other state who is charged with the 
enforcement of the game laws of his respective state, 
showing that such game taken and which is desired to 
have shipped from such state would be in accordance 
with the laws thereof. [§ 36, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Packages to Be Plainly Marked 

Sec. 37. All parcels, packages, crates, barrels, boxes 
or other receptacles containing any of the wild animals 
or wild birds or any fish, or parts thereof, protected by 
the laws of the State of Oregon, shall be labeled in plain 
letters on the address side of the package so as to disclose 
the fact that such parcel, package, crate, barrel or box 
contains animals, birds or fish and specifying the kind 
contained therein, and it shall be unlawful for any 
person to deliver to any common carrier such parcels, 
packages, crates, barrels or boxes, and it shall be unlaw- 
ful for any common carrier, its officers, agents or 
employes to receive same for transportation unless such 
package shall have been labeled as herein required; 
provided, that it shall be unlawful for any person or any 
common carrier to place on such package a false state- 
ment as to the contents thereof. [§ 37, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Open Season on Game Fish — Number — Quantity 

Sec. 38. (a) It shall be lawful to angle for, during 
the open season therefor, but at no other time, the 
following game fish, in the manner, of the kind, and 
for the purpose and to the number and extent in this 
Act provided, and the open season therefor in each year 
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shall begin and end as hereinafter provided, both dates 
inclusive, namely: 

Game District No. 1 

(6) The open season on game fish in the State of 
Oregon in Game District No. One (1) shall be as follows : 

(c) Trout, open season from April 1st to October 31st. 
Bag limit, 75 fish, or fifty pounds, in any one day. 

(d) Bass, crappies, Williamson's whitefish, catfish and 
grayling, open season all year with hook and line only. 
Bag limit, 40 pounds in any one day. 

(e) Trout, over 10 inches in length, open season all 
the year with hook and line only. Bag limit, 50 fish, 
or 50 pounds in any one day. 

Game District No. 2 

(f) The open season on game fish in the State of 
Oregon in Game District Number Two (2) shall be as 
follows : 

(g) Trout, open season from April 1st to October 31st. 
Bag limit, 75 trout, or 50 pounds, in any one day. 

(h) Trout over 10 inches in length, open season all 
the year with hook and line only. Bag limit, 50 trout, 
or 50 pounds, in any one day. 

(i) Bass, crappies, Williamson's whitefish, catfish or 
grayling, open all year with hook and line only. Bag 
limit, 40 pounds in any one day. [§ 38, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913, as amended by § 3, Ch. 331, Laws 1915.] 

Unlawful to Catch Trout Under Six Inches 

Sec. 39. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon to angle for or catch or have in possession any 
trout under six inches in length at any time. [§ 39, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 
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Unlawful to Use Salmon Spawn 

Sec. 40. It shall be unlawful within the State of 
Oregon in the Willamette Biver or any of its tributaries 
south of the East Independence station, Marion County, 
to use any salmon or trout eggs or spawn as a bait or 
lure while angling. [§ 40, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Public Waters Highways for Fishing 
Sec. 41. Navigable rivers, sloughs or. streams within 
the meander lines, or if not meandered, between the 
lines of ordinary high water thereof, of the State of 
Oregon, and all rivers, sloughs and streams flowing 
through any public lands of the State, shall hereafter 
be public highways for the purpose of angling thereon, 
and any rights or title to such streams, or the lands 
between the high water flow lines or within the meander 
lines of navigable streams hereafter acquired by any 
person, shall be subject to the right of any person 
owning an angler's license of this State who desires to 
angle therein or along their banks to go upon the same 
for such purpose; provided, that the provisions of this 
Act shall not interfere with valid existing rights. [§ 41, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Lumber Waste, Dyes, Chemicals, Decaying Sub- 
stances, Etc. 

Sec. 42. (a) No person, or the proprietor, operator, 
agent, superintendent, or employe of any railroad com- 
pany, saw mill, or other lumber or manufacturing con- 
cern, or any pulp mill, wood saw, tannery, woolen mill, 
dye works, chemical works, slaughter house or any man- 
ufacturing concern, or any steamboat, or any other water 
craft shall cast or suffer or permit any sawdust, planer 
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shavings, wood pulp, or other lumber waste or any ele- 
ment or chemical extracted therefrom, or any slashing 
of trees or brush, or any oil, coal tar, petroleum or 
extract therefrom, or any dye or chemical to be thrown, 
cast or discharged in any manner, or to deposit the same 
where high water will take or carry same, into the waters 
of the State of Oregon. 

(6) Any person who shall put any dead animal car- 
cass, or part thereof, manure, putrid, decaying or dele- 
terious substance in any of the waters of the State of 
Oregon, or who in any manner not herein named, pol- 
lutes or impairs the quality of any spring, brook, creek, 
branch or pond of the State of Oregon inhabited by fish 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and punished as here- 
inafter provided. [§ 42, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

FlSHWAYS 

Sec. 43. (a) Where, in the judgment of the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, any fishway 
is inadequate, as constructed under the provisions of 
Section 5288 of Lord's Oregon Laws, or otherwise, said 
board of commissioners shall have power to condemn 
any such fishway and order a new fishery, or fishways, 
installed in accordance with such plans and specifications 
as may be determined by the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners. 

(6) The State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners 
shall have power to determine or ascertain by inspection 
of any dam or artificial obstruction whether it would be 
advisable to construct or order the construction by the 
owners thereof of fishways over such dam or obstruc- 
tions, and it shall be the duty of such State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners to construct or order the 
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construction of such number of fishways in any stream 
inhabited by salmon or trout as shall be deemed adequate 
to provide a good and sufficient passage way for such 
fish. [§ 43, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Regulating Fishing in Wallowa Lake 

Sec. 44. It shall be unlawful in Wallowa Lake and 
tributary streams in Wallowa County, State of Oregon, 
to fish for, catch, take or have in possession that certain 
species of fish commonly known as "yanks," land-locked 
salmon or red-fish, with yank or jerk hook, between the 
15th day of September and the 10th day of October, 
of each year. [§ 1, Ch. 345, Laws 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Private Trout Hatcheries 

Sec. 45a. (a) Any person may establish a private 
trout hatchery for the cultivation of trout or game fishes, 
and any person lawfully conducting any such private 
trout hatchery and engaged in the artificial propagation, 
culture and maintenance of fishes, mav take them in his 
own enclosed waters wherein the same are so cultivated 
and maintained at any time and for the purposes as 
herein provided. 

(6) Any person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
business of taking fish spawn and artificial hatching 
thereof, or in the raising of fry and fish therefrom in 
any of the waters or streams of this State for the pur- 
pose of sale, barter or exchange, shall be deemed to be 
conducting a private fish hatchery under the terms of 
this section. 

(c) The product of such fish hatchery, fry and fish, 
may be sold at any time of the year by such hatchery 
or their vendees after having first complied with the 
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terms of this section and the regulations of the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. 

(d) Each private fish hatchery, before it shall be 
entitled to the benefits of this section, shall pay an 
annual license fee of two dollars to the State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners. 

(e) It shall be the duty of the superintendent or 
person in charge of any private hatchery to make a 
verified monthly report to the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners of the amount of fry and number 
of fish sold, and the name and address of the party 
receiving the same. It shall be the duty of each person, 
firm or corporation engaged in dealing in fish affected 
by the provisions of this section to render to the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners a verified 
monthly report giving a detail statement showing the 
amount of fry and number of fish received from any 
private hatchery and giving the name and postoffice 
address of the superintendent or manager of same. 

(f ) Every person, firm or corporation engaged in the 
business of buying and selling, packing and preserving, 
or otherwise dealing in trout or other game fish obtained 
from private hatcheries of the State, shall obtain a per- 
mit for such business from the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners. 

(g) No person shall take fish in any manner from 
the water in which a private trout hatchery is located, 
or in which fish are artificially propagated, cultivated 
and maintained under the provisions of this section, 
without permission of the owner or proprietor of such 
hatchery. 

(h) All moneys collected for licenses under the. pro- 
visions of this section shall be forwarded to the State 
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Treasurer and shall be placed in the game protection 
fund. [§ 45, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

License Laws 

Sec. 46a. (a) It is hereby prohibited and hereafter 
it shall be unlawful for any person within the State 
of Oregon to hunt or angle for, pursue or take or catch 
trout, salmon, or bass, or other fish of the State of 
Oregon, by hook and line, commonly called angling, or 
to hunt for, catch or kill any of the game animals or 
game birds protected by the laws of the State of Oregon, 
during the open season when it is lawful to kill or take 
the same, without such person having in his personal 
possession and carrying with him at the time of said 
hunting or angling, a license therefor duly issued to him 
as hereinafter provided; provided, that no license shall 
be required of a man or member of his own family for 
permission to hunt or angle upon his own land, or for 
any person or persons to angle for other than game fish, 
salmon or sturgeon, in the waters of the Pacific Ocean 
and the bays and inlets containing the salt water thereof ; 
and the county clerk of each and every county of the 
State of Oregon is hereby authorized and required to 
issue such licenses according to the provisions of this 
Act. Any license issued to any person according to the 
provisions of this Act shall at all times be subject to 
the inspection of any warden or other officer of the 
State of Oregon charged with the enforcement of the 
game and fish laws of the State, or the owner, or his 
agent or representative, of the real property upon which 
the holder of such license may be hunting or angling. 

For penalty see Section 62. 

( b ) Upon application and upon payment of the license 
fee, as hereinafter provided, any male person of the age 
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of fourteen years or more, either a resident or non- 
resident of the State of Oregon, who shall apply in per- 
son, or who shall send an application to the county clerk, 
which is signed by two freeholders of the- State of Ore- 
gon, setting forth his residence, age, height, weight, 
occupation, color of hair, color of eyes, an annual license, 
dated and numbered, shall be issued to such person by 
the county clerk or other person authorized to issue 
licenses on license blanks furnished by the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners. Any license issued 
as herein provided shall be void until signed by the 
holder thereof. Under the supervision and direction of 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, any 
person named by the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners may be authorized to issue hunters' and 
anglers' licenses according to the manner provided in 
this Act. 

(c) Each hunter's license shall have attached to it 
three coupons and when such licensee shall legally take 
or kill any deer, such person shall immediately detach 
from his license and attach to such deer, in plain sight, 
the proper coupon, date and sign his name to the same, 
and the coupon shall be so attached to the head or skin, 
and in case it is desired to carry such deer as baggage 
or to sell such skin or mount the head, the coupon must 
accompany same and shall be kept attached to such part 
as long as it is preserved. 

(d) For the purpose of hunting for any of the wild 
animals or game birds protected by the laws of the State 
of Oregon, every person as herein provided, upon the 
payment of one dollar, if he is a resident of the State, 
of $10.00, if he is a non-resident, shall receive a license 
to hunt for any of said game animals or game birds 
within the State of Oregon during the open season, when 
it is lawful to kill the same. 
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(e) For the purpose of angling or taking any trout, 
salmon, bass, or any other fish by hook and line, com- 
monly called angling, any person as herein provided, 
shall, upon the payment of $1.00, receive a license to 
angle for or to take any of the game fish or salmon, 
or other fish, as herein provided, during the open season, 
when it is lawful to angle for same. 

(/) No license shall be granted for a period longer 
than one year and all licenses and coupons shall expire 
on the thirty-first day of December next after issuance, 
and the same or any coupon thereof shall not be 
transferable. 

(g) All moneys collected by the county clerk shall, on 
the last day of every month, be forwarded to the State 
Treasurer, who shall deposit such amounts in the gen- 
eral fund and credit the same to the protective game 
fund account, and the State Treasurer shall keep a sepa- 
rate and distinct account of all such moneys so received 
under the title of the game protective account, and shall 
at any and all times pay any and all warrants drawn and 
issued under the directions of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners as herein provided, after the 
same shall have been duly audited by the Secretary of 
State as herein provided, to the full amount of the 
money so credited to said game protective fund account, 
and in no instance shall the said State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners issue warrants in excess of the 
amount then and there credited to the said game pro- 
tective fund account; said county clerk, before remitting 
to the State Treasurer as herein provided, shall deduct 
five per centum of the money so collected and turn said 
sum over to the general fund of the county; said county 
clerk shall also on the last day of every month send a 
report to the State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
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sioners of all moneys collected and forwarded to the 
State Treasurer under the provisions of this Act, and 
the State Treasurer shall issue duplicate receipts for all 
moneys received from the county clerk and forward the 
duplicates to the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners, and any county clerk shall at the end of each 
calendar year forward all unissued licenses and dupli- 
cates or stubs, together with a statement of the number 
and kind of licenses issued during the year to the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. 

(h) All moneys credited to the game protective fund 
account shall be used for the protection and propaga- 
tion of game and game fish within the State of Oregon, 
under the direction of the State Board of Fisli and 
Game Commissioners and under the administrative con- 
trol of the State Game Warden or such other officer or 
officers as may be vested with the authority to enforce 
the laws of this State for the protection and propaga- 
tion of game and game fish, and for the protection and 
propagation of game animals, game birds, non-game 
birds and game fish within the State of Oregon. 

(i) Any person authorized by the State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners to issue hunters' and 
anglers' licenses, except county clerks, shall once every 
month forward to the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners all moneys belonging to the State col- 
lected from the sale of licenses. The State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners shall forward such 
amount to the State Treasurer, who shall credit the 
same to the game protection fund account. 

(/) Any person who shall make any false statement 
in regard to his place of residence, or the residence of 
any applicant, either in applying for a license for him- 
self or in signing the application of any other person 
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applying for a license, or shall at any time alter, change, 
loan or transfer to another, any hunter's or angler's 
license, or any coupon thereof, issued as in this section 
provided, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

For penalty see Section 62. 

(Jc) Any county clerk or any person authorized to 
issue hunters' and anglers' licenses under this Act who 
fails to turn over all moneys received from the sale of 
such licenses, as in this Act provided, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less than 
$100.00 or more than $500.00 or shall be imprisoned 
in the county jail of the county wherein such unlawful 
act was committed for not less than 30 days or more than 
six months. 

(I) That from and after the passage of this 
Act the clerk of the circuit court of any county in 
Oregon shall grant a license to any veteran of the Civil 
War to fish in any of the waters of Oregon or hunt in 
the forests thereof in open season, and such license shall 
be granted to such veterans without the payment of the 
fee prescribed by law, upon proof of such service. [§ 1, 
Ch. 21, Laws 1915.] 

Game Licenses Revoked — When 

Sec. 47. (a) Any person in the State of Oregon who 
upon being convicted of a violation of any laws for the 
protection of any of the wild game animals, game birds 
or game fish, shall, for the first offense, forfeit his 
hunting and angling license in addition to penalties 
otherwise provided, and shall be denied the privilege of 
hunting and angling for any of the game animals, game 
birds or game fish of the State for the balance of the 
calendar year in which the offense was committed. 
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(6) Should any person, after being denied the privi- 
leges of hunting or angling by any of the provisions of 
this Act for any stated period, hunt or angle for any 
of the wild game animals, game birds or game fish of 
this State or secure by fraud or otherwise a license to 
hunt or angle, such person shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction shall be punished as here- 
inafter provided. [§ 47, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For pehalty see Section 62. 

Certificate to Collect for Scientific Purposes 

Sec. 48. Certificates may be granted by the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners to any person 
of the State, and shall be granted on the recommendation 
of the president of the State Agricultural College or the 
president of the State University of Oregon permitting 
the holder thereof to collect birds, their nests and eggs 
for strictly scientific purposes only. In order to obtain 
such certificates the applicant for same must present to 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners testi- 
monials from two well-known scientific men, certifying 
to the good character and fitness of such applicant to 
be trusted with such privilege. Said applicant must pay 
to the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners 
the sum of $1.00, to defray the necessary expenses of 
issuing such certificate, and must file with the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners a properly 
executed bond to be approved by the said State Board of 
Fish and Game Commissioners, in the sum of $200, 
signed by a satisfactory and responsible surety company 
or by two satisfactory and responsible citizens of the 
State as sureties. On proof that such holder of such 
certificate has killed any bird or taken any nests or 
eggs for other than scientific purposes, this bond shall 
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be forfeited to the State and said certificate shall be 
declared void and the holder thereof shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor; provided, that the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners may, without bond or fee, 
authorize any employe of the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners or any employe of the United 
States Department of Agriculture, the State Agricul- 
tural College or State University to collect any of the 
wild animals, birds or fish at any season of the year, 
for the purpose of propagation or acquiring knowledge 
as to the distribution and food habits thereof. [§ 48, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Taxidermy Eegulated 

Sec. 49. (a) Hereafter it shall be unlawful within 
the State of Oregon for any person who shall engage 
in conducting a taxidermist business, as the term is 
commonly understood, to prepare or mount any skins 
or dead bodies of any game birds or animals of this 
State for profit unless such person shall have first 
obtained a license from the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, which may be granted to any 
person on the discretion of the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners; provided, that such person must 
pay to the said State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners the sum of three dollars ($3.00) for said license, 
which shall expire on December 31st of the year in 
which issued. 

(b) Any taxidermist who shall mount specimens of 
game animals, birds or fish must keep a register in 
which a list of the names of all persons who furnish 
them with raw or unmounted specimens shall be kept, 
together with the species of bird or animal received, and 
where such bird or animal was killed, and such taxi- 
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dermist shall be required to exhibit such register, 
together with all unmounted skins in his possession, to 
any game warden or other officer charged with the 
enforcement of the game laws upon request. Any person 
failing to do so shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

(c) On proof that any holder of any taxidermist 
license has violated any of the provisions of this Act, 
his license shall be forfeited and he shall be further 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

(d) Any money derived from the sale of such taxi- 
dermist license shall be forwarded to the State Treasurer, 
who shall deposit the same in the game protection fund, 
and shall be used for the protection and propagation of 
game animals, game birds and game fish. [§ 49, 
Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

For penalty see Section 62. 

Bounties on Predatory Animals 

Sec. 50. The State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners shall have the power to pay such bounties, 
in addition to other bounties provided by law, as they 
deem necessary to protect game birds and game animals 
from predatory animals. Such bounties are to be paid 
from the game protective fund, under such rules and 
regulations, as shall be provided by the said board and 
in the same manner as other claims against such fund 
are paid. [§ 50, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Fur-Bearing Animals 

Sec. 51. (a) Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any 
person over 16 years of age, in the State of Oregon, to 
hunt or trap on lands other than his own premises, for 
fur-bearing animals of this State, unless such person 
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shall have first obtained a State trapper's license from 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, 
paying therefor the sum of one ($1.00) dollar; provided, 
that any money derived from the sale of any State 
trapper's license, as provided by this Act, shall be for- 
warded to the State Treasurer, who shall deposit same 
in the game protection fund. 

(b) For the purposes of this Act the following shall 
be considered fur-bearing animals: otter, mink, fisher, 
marten and muskrat. 

(c) The open season for the trapping of fur- 
bearing animals shall be as follows : otter, mink, fisher, 
marten and muskrat from November 1st to February 
28th of the following year. 

(d) No flesh of any game bird or animal shall be 
used for trap bait in trapping fur-bearing animals. 

(e) It shall be unlawful to disturb or remove the 
traps of any licensed trapper while trapping on the 
public domain or on lands where he has permission 
to trap. 

(/) The traps of any person trapping without a 
license off his own lands, except as provided in this 
section, shall be seized by the State Game Warden or 
any officer charged with the enforcement of the game 
laws, and may be sold, and the money derived from such 
sale shall be deposited in the game protection fund and 
used as are other moneys in this Act provided. 

(g) It shall be unlawful for any person or persons 
to destroy or injure any muskrat house at any time, 
except where such muskrat house is an obstruction to 
a private or public ditch or water course. 

(h) The State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall be furnished with a verified report in writ- 
ing from any person holding a trapper's license, at the 
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termination of the trapping season, of the number and 
kinds of fur-bearing animals caught and killed during 
the open season, and where sold and amount derived 
from sale. Any trapper faiiing to make such report 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

(t) It shall be lawful to keep fur-bearing animals at 
any time for the purpose of propagation and sale only; 
provided, that a permit so to do shall first have been 
obtained from the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners. No fur-bearing animals shall be kept which 
are caught wild during the closed season for such. Any 
fur-bearing animal so kept shall not be disposed of in 
any manner during the closed season. The State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners shall be furnished 
with a verified yearly report showing the number of 
animals kept in captivity, the number sold and the 
number remaining on hand. 

(/) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prohibit 
'* e buying or having in possession, at any time, of fur- 
aring animals or hides taken or killed within or 
thout the State; provided, that the burden of proof 
all be with the trapper or dealer to prove that the 
de was taken at such time as such killing or taking 
is lawful. 

(h) Nothing in this Act shall be construed to prevent 
y person from protecting his own premises from the 
predation of any fur-bearing animals enumerated in 
is section. [§ 51, Ch. 233, Laws 1913.] 
For penalty see Section (2. 

Duties and Powers of Officers 
Sec. 52. (a) The State Board of Fish and Game 
anmissioners shall have power to appoint and shall 
.ve power to vest in the State Game Warden, and the 
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Master Fish Warden, the power of appointment of such 
number of regularly paid deputy game wardens, deputy 
fish wardens, and other officers and employes, of their 
respective departments, as it may see fit, and any deputy 
game warden, or fish warden, serving under regular 
salary, shall have power, without warrant, to arrest any 
person for any violation of any of the game or fish 
laws of the State, and shall have all powers and rights 
of a peace officer in serving warrants, subpoenas or 
other legal process in the enforcement of the laws, for 
the protection of wild animals, birds and fish of the 
State. 

(b) The State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners shall have power to appoint and shall have power 
to vest in the State Game Warden the power of appoint- 
ment of any number of special deputy game wardens 
as it may see fit; such special deputy game wardens 
shall serve without compensation, other than the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may allow 
compensation for special services; such special deputy 
game wardens shall have power to arrest without war- 
rant and enforce any of the laws of the State for the 
protection of wild animals, birds and fish. 

(c) Any member of the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, the State Game Warden, or any 
game warden, special game warden, Master Fish Warden, 
or any deputy fish warden, and any sheriff, deputy 
sheriff, constable, United States forest supervisor, ranger 
or guard, or any State forest ranger or fire warden, may, 
without warrant, arrest any person violating any of 
the laws of the State of Oregon for the protection or 
propagation of any of the wild animals, birds or fish 
and take such person before any court, having jurisdic- 
tion of the offense, which court shall proceed without 
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delay to hear, try and determine the matter and enter 
judgment according to allegations and proofs. Such 
officers shall have power to search any person and 
examine any boat, conveyance, vehicle, game bag, game 
basket, game coat or other receptacle for game or game 
fish, or cold storage rooms, warehouses, taverns, boarding 
houses, restaurants, clubs, outhouses, saloons, depots, 
hotels, and other places where game or game fish may 
be kept or sold, and examine all packages and boxes 
held either for storage or shipment which he has reason 
to believe contains evidence of violation of the laws 
of this State for the protection of wild animals, birds 
or fish, and if upon diligent inquiry he can discover 
evidence sufficient in his judgment to secure a conviction 
or if said officers shall have cause to believe he has 
sufficient evidence thereon to justify same, he shall at 
once institute proceedings against the alleged offenders, 
and any hindrance or interference to such •search shall 
be prima facie evidence of a violation of the law by the 
party or parties who hindered or interfered, or attempted 
to hinder or interfere in such search or examination. 
Such officers may at any or all times seize and take 
possession of any and all wild animals, birds or fish, 
or any guns, boats, dogs, fishing or other apparatus 
which had been caught, taken or killed or used for the 
purpose of hunting at any time or in any manner or for 
any purpose, or had in possession or under control, which 
had been killed or had in possession or shipped contrary 
to any of the laws of this State; such seizure may be 
made without warrants. Such arrests or search may be 
made on Sunday, in which case the person or persons 
arrested shall be taken before any justice of the peace 
or judge having jurisdiction, who shall bind the person 
or persons under arrest over to appear and be proceeded 
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against as soon as may be on a week day following the 
arrest. 

(d) Any court having jurisdiction of the offense upon 
receiving proof or probable cause for believing in the 
concealment of any wild animal, birds or fish taken, 
killed or had in possession, under control or shipped con- 
trary to any of the laws of this State, shall issue a search 
warrant and cause a search to be made in any place, and 
to that end, cause any building, inclosure, car, boat, 
apartment, chest, box, parcel, crate or basket to be opened 
and the contents thereof examined by any officer charged 
with the enforcement of the laws for the protection of 
game and fish within the State, and the same shall be 
disposed of in such a manner as may be directed by the 
court before whom the offense is tried or by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, the State Game Warden or 
any deputy game warden, or other officer charged with 
the enforcement of the law for the protection of wild 
animals, birds or fish, shall not suffer civil or criminal 
liability for any arrest, seizure or search, as provided 
under the provisions of this Act. 

(e) It shall be the duty of each member of the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners and every game 
warden, special game warden, sheriff, deputy sheriff, con- 
stable, and every fish warden within the State of Oregon 
to enforce all laws for the protection of wild animals, 
birds, and fish within their respective counties or dis- 
tricts. In the performance of such duties they shall be 
subject to the direction and control of the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners. And all such officers 
on making an arrest must report same, together with 
the disposition of the case, to the State Game Warden 
within 30 days from date of such arrest, and failure to 
do so shall subject such officer to removal from office. 
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(/) Any game warden, fish warden, sheriff or deputy 
sheriff, constable, United States forest supervisor, ranger, 
or guard, or State forest ranger or fire warden, or any 
officer entrusted or charged with the enforcement of 
the game laws, who violates any of the provisions of 
this Act, or any laws for the protection of wild animals, 
birds, or fish of the State, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and punished by a fine of not less than 
$100 or more than $250, or imprisoned in the county 
jail for not less than 30 days or more than 90 days, 
or both such fine and imprisonment, and any officer of 
the State of Oregon, who violates any of the provisions 
of this Act, shall forfeit his office. 

(g) Whoever shall resist or interfere with any warden, 
or other officer charged with the enforcement of the 
game laws, in the discharge of his duties, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $50 nor more than 
$500, or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less 
than 30 days nor more than 90 days, or both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

(h) It shall be the duty of any district or prosecuting 
attorney within the State of Oregon to prosecute any 
case in which it appears that any of the laws for the 
protection of wild animals, birds or fish has been vio- 
lated, and when directed to do so by the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners, such attorney shall 
prosecute any case brought before him by the State 
Board of Fish nnd Game Commissioners, the State Game 
Warden or any warden or other officer charged with the 
enforcement of the laws for the protection of wild 
animals, birds or fish. [§ 52, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 
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Salaries of Officers and How Paid 

Sec. 53. (a) The salaries of all deputy game wardens, 
other officers and employes shall be fixed by the said 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners and shall 
be paid as follows : 

(b) At the end of each month the State Game Warden 
shall cause a pay roll to be made and forwarded to the 
Secretary of State showing the names of each regularly 
employed deputy game warden, other officer or employe, 
with the rate of salary or wages, the capacity in which 
such persons are employed and the amount, which shall 
be paid from the game protection fund. Such pay roll 
shall be verified by the State Game Warden and 
approved by majority of the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of State to audit such pay roll and draw a warrant 
on the State Treasurer for the aggregate amount allowed 
thereon, in favor of the State Game Warden, whose duty 
it shall be to deposit such warrants in a reputable bank 
and immediately pay over the moneys received thereon to 
the several parties entitled thereto, taking receipts there- 
for, which shall be transmitted to the Secretary of State. 

(c) Before the said State Game Warden shall forward 
a pay roll or receive from the Secretary of State a 
warrant issued thereon, he shall file in the office of the 
Secretary of State a bond as provided in Section 2741 
of Lord's Oregon Laws. [§ 53, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Commissioners Empowered to Investigate Eeports 

of Violations 

Sec. 54. Where the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners has been furnished information of the 
violation of any of the laws for the protection of game 
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animals, game birds, or game fish, the said State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners, or one especially 
authorized by such board, may proceed to the place where 
such offense is said to have been committed, and summon 
and examine under oath witnesses to ascertain the facts 
and to avoid useless and frivolous indictments or prose- 
cutions. Anyone so summoned, refusing to attend or 
testify under the provisions of this section, shall be 
subject to a fine of not less than twenty-five ($25) 
dollars nor more than fifty ($50) dollars, and witnesses 
shall be paid by the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners from the game protection fund at the 
rate of $3.00 per day and mileage from their place of 
residence at the rate of ten (10) cents per mile one way. 
[§ 54, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Power of Fish and Game Commissioners to Acquire 

Game 

Sec. 55. The State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners of the State of Oregon may acquire by gift 
or purchase from other states, or may acquire by capture 
or otherwise in this State, any game animals, birds or 
fish for propagation, experimental or scientific purposes. 
[§ 55, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Commissioners Have Power to Suspend Open Season 

Sec. 56. (a) The State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners of the State of Oregon shall have power 
at any time when it is desired to introduce any new 
species, or if at any time any species of game animals, 
fur-bearing animals, birds or fish of the State of Oregon 
shall be threatened with extinction from disease, exces- 
sive shooting, angling, or otherwise, to suspend any open 
season in any county or district and make it a closed 
season for the shooting or angling of any such kind or 
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species of wild game animals, birds, or fish, for such 
time as the State Board of Fish and Game Commis- 
sioners may designate. 

(b) During the suspension of any open season by the 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners all pro- 
visions of law relating to the closed season on such 
game animals, birds or fish shall be in force, and who- 
ever violates any such provisions, shall be subject to the 
penalties prescribed therefor. 

(c) Any order issued under authority hereof shall be 
published in at least one newspaper of general circula- 
tion in each county affected by such order for at least 
once a week for two consecutive weeks, and such order 
shall be posted in such public places in each county as 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners may 
direct. [§ 56, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Rewards to Apprehend Violators 

Sec. 57. The State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners shall have power to offer and authorize 
payment of rewards, to be paid from the game protec- 
tion fund, for the arrest and conviction of any person 
or persons who shall have violated any of the laws of 
the State of Oregon for the protection of any of the 
animals, birds or fish of the State of Oregon ; provided, 
that no reward of more than $100 shall be offered or 
paid for any one arrest or conviction. [§ 57, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913.] 

Annual Reports 

Sec. 58. The State Game Warden and the Master 
Fish Warden shall annually make a report to the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners of the opera- 
tions of their departments during the preceding year, 
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and the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners 
shall annually transmit such reports, together with a 
report of the work of such commissioners during the 
preceding year, to the Secretary of State, and such 
report shall be one of the permanent records in the office 
of the Secretary of State. [§ 10, Ch. 287, Laws 1915.] 

Expenses 

Sec. 59. All expenses incurred under the provisions 
of this Act, shall, unless otherwise provided, upon pre- 
sentation of verified accounts, by the proper officers 
empowered to enforce the provisions of this Act and duly 
approved by a majority of the State Board of Fish and 
Game Commissioners, be audited by the Secretary of 
State, who shall draw warrants in payment thereof upon 
the State Treasurer for the amounts specified in such 
accounts. [§ 59, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Justice Court Shall Have Jurisdiction 

Sec. 60. Unless otherwise specifically provided, jus- 
tice courts shall have concurrent jurisdiction in the first 
instance with the circuit court of all offenses under this 
Act. And any action or proceedings under this Act 
shall be commenced on order of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, the State Game Warden, or 
other person duly authorized to enforce the game laws, 
or by any district or prosecuting attorney, in the county 
in which the offense shall be alleged to have been com- 
mitted, and such action shall be prosecuted to determin- 
ation in the county where commenced, unless for good 
cause appearing a discontinuance shall be directed by 
the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners or 
one duly authorized by such board. But in no case 
where such discontinuance shall be directed or in no 
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other case shall any costs be charged or chargeable to 
the prosecution. [§ 60, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Disposition of Fines 

Sec. 61. (a) All fines imposed as provided in this 
Act and collected in money shall be paid to the treasurer 
of the county in which such action or proceeding shall 
have been commenced, and the district or prosecuting 
attorney or treasurer of said county, upon payment of 
any judgment, shall satisfy same of record as attorney 
for the State, and all such moneys so collected shall be 
deposited in the general fund of the county in which 
such fine is imposed. 

(6) When any judgment or conviction shall be ren- 
dered under this Act, and the defendant shall be 
adjudged to pay a fine, the judgment shall also direct 
the defendant to be imprisoned in the county jail until 
such fine be paid, for the period of one day for each 
$2.00 of such fine remaining unpaid. [§ 61, Ch. 232, 
Laws 1913, as amended by Ch. 77, Laws 1915.] 

Penalty 

Sec. 62. (a) Any person hunting, pursuing, taking, 
killing, injuring, destroying, trapping or having in pos- 
session any mountain sheep, mountain goat, antelope, 
elk, moose or caribou shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punished by a fine of not less than $200 
or more than $1,000 and costs of such suit or action, or 
shall be imprisoned in the county jail in the county 
wherein such unlawful act was committed for not less 
than 60 days or more than six months, or both such 
fine and imprisonment. 

(6) Unless otherwise specifically provided, any person 
violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be guilty 
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of a misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $25 or more than $500 and costs of such suit 
or action, or by imprisonment in the county jail in the 
county wherein such unlawful act was committed for 
not less than 30 days or more than six months, or both 
such fine and imprisonment. [§ 62, Ch. 232, Laws 1913.] 

Powder, Gas, Lime, Cocculus Indicus, Poison, Etc. 

Sec. 63. (a) It shall be unlawful to explode or cause 
to be exploded any giant powder, dynamite or other 
explosives in any lake, river, stream, pond, bay or other 
waters within the boundaries of this State without first 
obtaining an order permitting it to be done from the 
board of county commissioners of the county in which 
it is desired to use the explosives, as hereinafter provided. 

(6) It shall be unlawful to place, or cast, or pass, or 
allow to be cast, or flow, or passed, any gas, lime, coc- 
culus indicus, or extract therefrom, or any other sub- 
stance poisonous to fish, in any lake, river, stream, pond, 
bay or other waters within the boundaries of this State, 
without first obtaining an order permitting it to be done 
from the board of county commissioners of the county 
in which it is desired to use the poison, as hereinafter 
provided. 

(c) It shall be unlawful to take, or kill, or injure 
any fish in any lake, river, stream, pond, bay or other 
waters within the boundaries of this State by means of 
giant powder, dynamite or other explosive, or by means 
of lime, cocculus indicus, or extract therefrom, or other 
poison, without first obtaining an order of the county 
commissioners of the county permitting it to be done 
as hereinafter provided. 

(d) Having in possession any trout, salmon or other 
game fish under circumstances which make it reasonable 
to believe that they were taken and killed by means of 
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lime or cocculus indicus or extract therefrom, or other 
poison, or by giant powder or dynamite, or other explos- 
ive, shall justify the arrest of the person or persons so 
having the fish in their possession; and it shall then be 
incumbent upon such persons to prove and show that 
the fish were taken and killed by lawful means. 

(e) Every person who aids or abets in exploding any 
giant powder, dynamite or other explosive, or in putting 
any lime, cocculus indicus, or extract therefrom, or other 
poison, in any lake, river, stream, pond, bay, or other 
waters within the boundaries of this State contrary to 
the provisions of this section, or who aids or abets in 
taking or killing any fish in this State contrary to the 
provisions of this section, or who aids or abets in taking 
or securing any fish in this State which he knows or has 
reason to believe have been killed or injured contrary to 
the provisions of this section, shall be deemed guilty of 
violating this section, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished as hereinafter provided. 

(/) Whenever, in the course of removing any obstruc- 
tions in any waters within this State, or in constructing 
any foundations for dams, bridges or other structures, 
any person shall desire to explode any giant powder, 
dynamite or other explosives in any waters within this 
State, before doing so he shall file a verified petition 
with the county commissioners of the county setting 
forth his plans and objects, and when he desires to use 
the explosive, and what necessity there is for using 
explosives. If the county commissioners approve of the 
necessity for using the explosives they may make an 
order granting the petitioner leave to use explosives, 
designating the place or places and period within which 
the explosives may be used, and prescribing such pre- 
cautions as will save the fish from injury. If any such 
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person disregards such order he shall be deemed to have 
violated this section, and upon conviction shall be 
punished accordingly. 

(g) Whenever the owner of any lake or pond in this 
State desires to get rid of and kill the fish known as 
German carp in said lake or pond, he shall file a verified 
petition with the county commissioners of the county 
stating in what section, township and range the lake or 
pond is situated, and with what waters it connects, and 
his reasons for wishing to kill the fish. He shall truly 
and particularly state what other kinds of fish are in the 
lake or pond. If the county commissioners are satisfied 
that there are no fish other than German carp, catfish, 
suckers, and such like worthless fish in the lake or pond, 
and that the same has no outlet whereby the poison can 
escape into other waters, the commissioners shall make 
an order permitting the person to put lime or other 
substance in the lake or pond for said purpose. If any 
person use lime or other poison in any water within the 
boundaries of this State, without first obtaining such 
order, or contrary to such order, he shall be deemed to 
have violated this section, and upon conviction shall be 
punished as hereinafter provided. 

(h) Every person who desires to obtain permission 
to use explosives or lime or poison, under provisions of 
this section, shall serve upon the fish commissioners, 
or State game or forestry warden of this State, a cer- 
tified copy of his petition, not less than 10 days before 
the hearing of the petition. Such service may be made 
personally upon the fish commissioner or State game 
and forestry warden, or by registered mail, and the 
proof of service shall be filed with the commissioner. 
The fish commissioner or State game and forestry 
warden or any person interested may oppose the grant- 
ing of the order, and the same may be reviewed. 
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(i) Any person or persons violating any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be tried in the circuit court 
of the county wherein such offense shall have been 
committed, and upon conviction shall be both fined and 
imprisoned. If it is his first conviction for violating 
the provisions of said section he shall be fined not less 
than $200, or by imprisonment in the county jail not 
less than 30 days nor more than one year, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. If he is convicted of vio- 
lating said section a second time, or oftener, he shall 
then be fined not less than $1,000 nor more than $3,000, 
and shall be imprisoned in the penitentiary not less than 
one year nor more than three years for each repeated 
offense. [§ 2337, L. O. L. ; § 50, Ch. 232, Laws 1909.] 

Screening Irrigation Ditches, Etc. 

Sec. 64. Any person owning in whole, or in part, or 
leasing, operating or having in charge any irrigating 
ditch, or canal, mill race or other artificial water course, 
taking or receiving its waters from any river, creek, or 
lake in which fish have been placed or may exist, shall, 
upon order of the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners, place or cause to be placed, and shall 
maintain, to the satisfaction of the State Board 
of Fish and Game Commissioners, over the inlet 
of such ditch, canal, mill race or water course, 
a reasonable grating, screen or other device, either 
stationary or operated mechanically, of such con- 
struction, fineness, strength and quality, as shall 
reasonably prevent any fish from entering such ditch, 
canal, mill race, or water course, to the satisfaction of 
such board. But before any of said officers shall adopt 
any permanent plan for a screen or other device to be

placed in irrigating ditches, it shall be their duty to 
conduct a competitive examination, and at such exam- 
ination all persons desiring so to do may submit to said 
officers for their approval or rejection, working models 
of their respective screens or other devices for the pro- 
tection of fish. Inadequate screening devices may be 
ordered removed and new screens ordered installed, 
when, upon investigation after full hearing upon which 
all interested parties have had the right to be heard, 
it is determined that any screen, grating or other device, 
either by construction, operation or otherwise, is found to 
be inadequate by the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners. Any person found guilty of violating any 
of the provisions of this Act shall be punished by fine 
of not less than twenty-five ($25) dollars, nor more 
than one hundred dollars ($100), or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not to exceed 30 days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. [§ 64, Ch. 257, Laws 1913.] 

Game Refuges on Private Lands and State Lands 

Sec. 65. (a) The Governor of the State of Oregon is 
hereby authorized at his discretion and by special procla- 
mation to set aside any land or lands owned by the State 
of Oregon and surrounding State institutions, to be used 
as wild bird and game refuges. Immediately upon the 
issuance of such a proclamation, it shall be unlawful 
for any person to injure, take, kill, destroy or to 
interfere with in any way whatsoever, or have in posses- 
sion, except for breeding purposes within the boundaries 
of said land or lands, any game or non-game birds, 
game or wild animals which are protected at any time 
by the laws of the State of Oregon. [§ 1, Ch. 264, 
Laws 1911.] 
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(6) The county court in each county of the State, 
after the taking effect of this Act, may appoint a deputy 
game warden for such county, who, in conjunction with 
the State Game Warden, is hereby authorized to enter 
into written contract with the owner or owners of land 
or lands for a term of not to exceed 10 years in such 
localities in the different counties of the State of Oregon 
as may be by them deemed appropriate, setting aside 
such lands as wild bird and game refuges. Such contract 
shall be in legal form and shall contain a description 
of the land, the term of years for which the agreement 
is entered into, the consideration, the purpose of the 
agreement, and shall be properly witnessed, acknowl- 
edged and recorded -in the county in which said land or 
lands is located. Said deputy game warden so appointed 
by the county court shall serve without compensation, but 
he shall be allowed by the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners his necessary expenses incurred by him 
in the performance of his duties under this Act. The 
deputy game warden so appointed as herein provided 
shall be a person who is familiar with the breeding and 
habits of upland birds and game. To make effective 
and carry out the provisions of this Act he shall have 
power to appoint deputies, who are to be known as 
caretakers, with the power to arrest any person or 
persons violating any of the game laws of this State. 
During the life of such contract or agreement, as pro- 
vided in this section, it shall be unlawful for any person 
to injure, take, kill or destroy, or to interfere with in 
any way whatsoever, or to have in possession, except for 
breeding purposes, within the boundaries of said land 
or lands, any game or non-game birds, game or wild 
animals which are protected at any time by the laws of 
the State of Oregon; provided, that the State Game 
Warden and deputy game warden mentioned in this Act

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shall have the power to make exceptions in said contract, 
excepting out of its provisions, any game bird, game or 
wild animals, when in their judgment any such should 
be excepted in order to protect the property or crops of 
the owners of said land; provided further, that all con- 
tracts in which any exceptions were made heretofore 
entered into are hereby validated, ratified and confirmed. 
For the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act the State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners 
is hereby authorized to use any moneys in the game fund 
as in its discretion may be necessary for the payment of 
rental of land or lands as above provided, for the pur- 
chase of birds, for maintaining breeding farms, for the 
employment of caretakers and general expenses of main- 
taining said preserves or refuges in the propagation and 
protection of birds and game thereon. All claims for 
expenditures of the game fund under this Act shall be 
approved by the State Board of Fish and Game Com- 
missioners upon vouchers duly filed and allowed as other 
claims are allowed by said board. [§ 2, Ch. 251, 
Laws 1913.] 

(c) Any person violating Section 1 and 2 of this Act 
(which are paragraphs (a) and (b) of this compila- 
tion) shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $50 or not more than $100, and by imprisonment 
in the county jail of the county wherein such unlawful 
act was committed, for not less than 30 days or more 
than six months. [Laws 1911, Ch. 264, § 3.] 

(d) It shall be the duty of the State Game Warden, 
immediately upon the creation of such wild bird and 
game refuges, to post or have posted in prominent and 
conspicuous places upon and around said land or lands 
so reserved, signs giving notice that said land or lands 
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are reserved as wild bird and game refuges, and warning 
all persons not to trespass, hunt, kill or disturb in any 
way wild birds and animals therein. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to destroy, mutilate or disturb such signs 
by any means whatsoever. [Laws 1911, Ch. 264, § 4.] 
(e) Any person violating the provisions of paragraph 
(d) of Section 65 of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $50 or more than $100. 
[§ 5, Ch. 264, Laws 1911.] 

State Game Eeservations 

Sec. 66. (a) The following described lands, situated 
in the counties of Crook and Lake, within the State of 
Oregon, shall hereafter be known as the Deschutes Game 
Eeservation: All lands in Ts. 21, 22, 23, 24, 25, 26 S., 
Es. 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17 E., W. M. 

(6) All public lands within the following described 
area, situated in the county of Harney, State of Oregon, 
shall hereafter be known as the Steen's Mountain Game 
Eeservation: Ts. 33 and 34, and Sees. 1, 2, 3, 10, 11, 
12, 13, 14, 15, 23, 24, 25 of T. 35 S., E. 32 E., W. M. ; 
all of Ts. 31, 32, 33, 34, 35 S., E. 32l/ 2 E., W. M.; all 
of Sees. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 17, 18, 19, 20, 29, 30, 31, 32, 
T. 31 S., E. 35 E., W. M.; all of Ts. 32 and 33, and 
Sees. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 29, 30 and 31 
of T. 34 S., and all of Sec. 6, T. 35 S., all in E. 34 E., 
W. M.; also all unsurveyed lands within the following 
described boundaries: Beginning at the S. E. corner 
of T. 35 S., E. 32l/ 2 E., W. M.; thence north to the 
N. E. corner of T. 31 S., E. 32l/ 2 E., W. M.; thence 
east to the N. W. corner of T. 31 S., E. 35 E., W. M.; 
thence south to the S. W. corner of T. 31 S., E. 35 E., 
W. M. ; thence to the N. W. corner of T. 32 S., E. 34 E., 
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W. M.; thence to the N. W. corner of Sec. 7, T. 35 S., 
R. 34 E., W. M. ; thence to the N. W. corner of Sec. 10,

(c) The following described lakes, islands and adja- 
cent lands within two hundred (200) yards of the low 
water flow line thereof shall hereafter be known as the 
Sturgeon Lake Game Reservation, namely : Big Sturgeon 
Lake, situated in Sees. 9, 10, 15, 16, 21, 22, 23, 26, 27, 
28, 33 and 34, T. 3 K, R. 1 W., W. M. ; West Sturgeon 
Lake, situated in Sees. 20, 28, 29, 30, 32 and 33, T. 3 K, 
R. 1 W. ; Little Sturgeon Lake, situated in Sees. 32 and 
33, T. 3 N., R. 1 W., W. M. ; and Sees. 4 and 5, T. 2 ST., 
R. 1 W., W. M. ; Marquam Lake, situated in Sees. 34 
and 35, T. 3 1ST., R. 1 W., W. M., and Sees. 2 and 3, 
T. 2 K, R. 1 W., W. M. 

(d) The following described lands situated in Lane 
County, State of Oregon, shall hereafter be known as 
Grass Mountain Reservation; all lands in T. 16 S., 
R. 11 W., and all the land in the south half of T. 15 S., 
R. 11 W., W. M. 

(e) No person shall, at any time, within any State 
game reservation of the State of Oregon, hunt for, 
pursue, kill, trap, capture, disturb or have in possession 
any of the wild animals or birds inhabiting such reser- 
vations, except predatory animals doing damage to 
grazing sheep or other live stock. 

(/) It shall be the duty of the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, immediately upon the crea- 
tion of any State game reservation of the State of 
Oregon, to post same in prominent and conspicuous 
places, along the boundaries thereof, with signs or 
posters, giving notice that such land or lands are reserved 
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for the protection of animals and birds, and warning all 
persons not to trespass, hunt, kill or disturb in any 
manner or way the wild animals and birds therein. It 
shall be unlawful for any person to destroy, mutilate or 
disturb such signs or any signs or notices which may be 
posted by authority of the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners by any means whatever. 

(g) Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction in any justice or circuit court shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $50 or more than 
$100, or by imprisonment in the county jail in the 
county wherein such unlawful act was committed for 
not less than 30 days or more than 90 days. [§ 66, 
Ch. 189, Laws 1913.] 

Bounties by State and County for Predatory 

Animals 

Sec. 67. (a) There shall be paid by the State of 
Oregon and the counties thereof as in this Act and in 
the manner hereinafter provided for the killing and 
destruction of the following named animals, hereafter 
killed in the State of Oregon, the following bounties: 
For each coyote or coyote pup, $1.50; for each gray wolf 
or black wolf, $5.00 ; for each gray wolf pup, black wolf 
pup, timber wolf or timber wolf pup, $2.50; for each 
bob cat, wild cat, or lynx, $2.00 ; for each mountain lion, 
panther or cougar, $10.00; for each seal or seal pup, 
$1.00. [§ 5747, L. O. L., as amended by § 3, Ch. 174, 
Laws 1915.] 

Note — $3.00 bounty will be paid on coyotes and coyote pups to 
December 31, 1915, as provided by Chapter 26, Laws of 1915. 

(6) Any person killing any of the aforesaid animals 
in order to obtain the bounty provided for in Section 
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5747, (which is paragraph (a) of this compila- 
tion) shall within six months of the date of the killing, 
present to the county clerk of the county in which [said" 
animal or animals have been killed, the entire skin o: f 
each of said animals or animal, which skin includes and 
must have attached thereto all four of the paws, or feet, 
the tail, but in case of seal the flippers, and the skin of 
the entire head, including both ears, but in the case of 
seals the ear-holes, eye-holes and skin to tip of nose; 
and shall at the same time make and file with the said 
county clerk an affidavit which shall be sworn to before 
said officer, and which affidavit shall state: (1) the 
kind of animal or animals from which said skin or skins 
were taken and the number of skins so presented; 
(2) that the county in which said animal or animals 
were killed is the county in which their skins are pre- 
sented for payment of a bounty; (3) that said animal 
or animals from which said skins were taken were not 
bought or received, dead or alive, from any other county 
or state; (4) that said animals were killed on or after 
the first day of February, 1909, and within six months 
from the date of making of said affidavit; (5) that said 
animal or animals were killed by the person presenting 
such skin or skins in such county and in the State of 
Oregon, and (6) that the same were not fostered or 
whelped in captivity prior to the killing thereof; and 
in addition thereto there shall be attached and made a 
part thereof, the affidavit of a resident taxpayer of 
said county, setting forth that he is a resident and 
taxpayer of said county, giving his postoffice address 
and stating that he is personally acquainted with the 
applicant ; that he has read the affidavit of the applicant, 
presenting said skin or skins, and that he believes the 
same to be true in every particular. The said county

clerk may, if he deems it advisable, require of such 
applicant for bounty such corroborative testimony as 
to him seems proper concerning the truth set forth in 
such affidavit ; provided, that when doubt as to the kind 
of skin or skins presented, whether wolf or coyote the 
warrants shall be issued for the lesser bounty, f § 5748, 
L. 0. L., as amended by § 4, Ch. 174, Laws 1915.] 

(c) Upon the presentation of the skin or skins as 
aforesaid of each coyote or coyote pup, and the making 
and filing of the above-mentioned affidavits, the county 
clerk shall, to prevent fraud, minutely examine each 
skin presented, and should such examination disclose 
that the entire skin, with all its parts as is above set 
forth, including all four paws has not been severed, 
unattached, punched, patched or in any manner marked, 
he shall there, in the presence of the person presenting 
such skin or skins, mark each skin by severing the skin 
from the head, including the scalp and ears, and then 
re-deliver the skin or skins to the person presenting the 
same. The county clerk shall retain possession of said 
scalps so severed and issue to said person presenting the 
skin or skins and making the affidavit as aforesaid, 
taking his receipt therefor (which receipts shall show 
[1] the date of issue, [2] the number and kind of 
scalps so produced, [3] the amount paid, and [4] the 
date each of said animals was killed, and be signed by 
the person to whom said bounty is paid), a warrant 
signed by him and attested by the seal of his office and 
drawn upon the general fund of the county treasury; 
which said warrant shall show the date of the presenta- 
tion of the scalps and affidavit, the name of the person 
presenting the same, the kind and number of scalps 
presented and the amount to which the party shall be 
entitled. Such warrant shall be paid in the same manner 
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as other warrants drawn upon the general fund of the 
county treasury. Upon presentation of the skin or skins 
as aforesaid of each gray wolf, gray wolf pup, black 
wolf, black wolf pup, timber wolf, or timber wolf pup, 
bob cat, wild cat, lynx, mountain lion, panther or cougar, 
or seal and the making and filing of the above mentioned 
affidavit, the county clerk shall, to prevent fraud, 
minutely examine each skin presented, and carefully 
inspect both ears thereof, but in case of seals the scalp; 
should such examination and inspection disclose that 
the entire skin with all its parts as is above set forth, 
including all four feet or paws, but in case of seals the 
flippers, has not been severed, unattached, punched, 
patched or in any manner marked, he shall there in the 
presence of the person or persons presenting such skin 
or skins mark each skin by cutting said skin between 
the eyes of said scalp in such manner so as to connect 
both eye-holes therein and in addition thereto said 
county clerk shall punch three holes in the base or root 
of each ear, but in case of seals in the base of the ear 
holes, on the scalp of such skin of which the eye-holes 
have been connected (each hole so punched shall be at 
least one-eighth inch in diameter), and then redeliver the 
skin or skins to the person presenting the same. The 
county clerk shall issue to said person, or persons, pre- 
senting the skin or skins and making affidavit as afore- 
said, taking his receipt therefor (which receipt shall 
show [1] the date of issue, [2] the number and kinds 
of skins so produced, [3] the amount paid, and [4] the 
date each of said animals was killed, and be signed by 
the person to whom said bounty is paid), a warrant 
signed by him and attested by the seal of his office, 
and drawn upon the general fund of the county treasury ; 
which said warrant shall show the date of the presenta- 
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tion of the scalps and affidavit, the name of the person 
presenting the same, the kind and number of skins 
presented and the amount to which the party shall be 
entitled. Such warrant shall be paid in the same manner 
as other warrants drawn upon the general fund of the 
county treasury. [§ 5749, L. 0. L., as amended by § 5, 
Ch. 174, Laws 1915.] 

(d) The county clerk shall, at the next regular meet- 
ing of the county court, present to such court a state- 
ment showing the number and amount of warrants 
drawn by him, and the names of the persons to whom 
issued and the date and number of each warrant. 
[§ 5750, L. 0. L., as amended by § 3, Ch. 191, 
Laws 1913.] 

(e) On the first day of every month the county clerk 
of each county of this State shall prepare and transmit 
to the Secretary of State a statement of the whole num- 
ber of warrants drawn by him in pursuance of this law, 
showing the date and number of each warrant, the 
amount thereof, and the person to whom the same is 
payable, and the total sum of such warrants. Upon the 
receipt of which statement it is hereby made the duty 
of the Secretary of State to draw his warrant upon the 
general fund of the State treasury for one-half the 
amount of the total sum of the county warrants as 
shown by the statement received from the county clerk 
as aforesaid, and transmit the same to the county clerk 
from whom the said statement was received. Said war- 
rant shall be drawn payable to the proper county, and 
shall show for what purpose the same shall have been 
drawn, and shall be paid in the same manner as other 
warrants drawn upon the general fund of the State 
treasury. [§ 5751, L. 0. L.] 
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(f) Each county clerk shall keep a record in a bound 
book, kept especially for that purpose, a statement of 
all bounties paid as provided in Section 5749, showing 
the date said animals were killed, the number and kinds, 
the names of the persons presenting the same, and the 
name of the resident taxpayer verifying such applicant's 
affidavit, the date each warrant was issued and the 
amount thereof ; which book, together with all affidavits 
and receipts, shall be official records and subject to 
inspection during office hours of any person desiring to 
inspect the same. [§ 5752, L. 0. L., as amended by 
Ch. 191, Laws of 1913.] 

(g) The Secretary of State shall provide each county 
clerk in this State with the necessary books and blanks 
for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this Act. [§ 5753, L. 0. L.] 

(h) The Treasurer of the State of Oregon and the 
treasurers of the respective counties thereof, shall pay 
all warrants drawn upon them under the provisions of 
this Act, in the manner provided by law. [§ 5754, 
L. 0. L.] 

(i) No costs, fees or charges shall be made by any 
county or State officer for any service performed under 
the provisions of this Act. [§ 5755, L. 0. L.] 

(;) A scalp, within the meaning of this Act, shall 
consist of both ears of the animal, connected by a strip 
of skin that grew between them at least two inches in 
width; also two eyeholes and tip of nose, all connected 
with the natural skin that grew between them, and all 
whole or intact. [§ 5756, L. 0. L.] 

(k) Any person swearing falsely or to any false 
statements contained in any affidavit required by the 
provisions of this Act, shall be guilty of perjury. 
[§ 5757, L. 0. L.] 
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(I) Any person or persons offering for the purpose 
of obtaining said bounty, the skin or skins of any animal 
mentioned in Section 5747, killed prior to the first day 
of February, 1909, or that were killed more than six 
months prior to the presenting of said skin or skins, or 
that were killed outside of the boundaries of the State 
of Oregon, or that were brought or received dead or 
alive from any other state, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by imprisonment in the county jail not less 
than three months nor more than one year, or by a fine 
not less than $200 and not more than $1,000. [§ 5758, 
L. O. L.] 

(m) If any person or persons keep any animals men- 
tioned in Section 5747 (a) to be bred, fostered or 
whelped in captivity prior to the killing thereof, or 
shall keep any of said animals in captivity for breeding 
purposes, or shall present any skin or skins from 
any of said animals fostered, bred or whelped 
in captivity prior to the killing thereof, such person or 
persons shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be punished by imprison- 
ment in the county jail not less than six months nor 
more than one year, or by a fine not less than $250 
and not more than $1,000. [§ 5759, L. O. L.] 

(n) There is hereby set apart out of the funds 
belonging to the State not otherwise appropriated the 
sum of $30,000, or so much thereof as is necessary for 
the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of 
this Act and the payment of bounties and expenses 
herein provided, for the ensuing two years. [§ 5760, 
L. O. L.] 

(o) All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with this 
Act are hereby repealed; provided, however, nothing 
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herein shall be construed to prevent the respective 
county courts of the State of Oregon from offering an 
additional bounty on coyotes, cougars, gray wolves, black 
wolves and wild cats, in accordance with the provisions 
of an Act entitled, "An Act to provide for the payment 
of a bounty on wild animals killed as herein provided," 
which was filed in the office of the Secretary of State on 
February 25, 1907, being Sections 5738-5846 of this 
Code; but such bounty shall be in all cases an additional 
bounty to those provided for in this Act. [§ 5761, 
L. 0. L.] 
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Federal Law for the 
Protection of Migratory Birds 

(Weeks-McLean Bill) 

[Public— No. 430, p. 23.] 

Sec. 68. All wild geese, wild swans, brant, wild ducks, 
snipe, plover, woodcock, rail, wild pigeons, and all other 
migratory game and insectivorous birds which in their 
northern and southern migrations pass through or do 
not remain permanently the entire year within the 
borders of any state or territory, shall hereafter be 
deemed to be within the custody and protection of the 
Government of the United States, and shall not be 
destroyed or taken contrary to regulations hereinafter 
provided therefor. 

The Department of Agriculture is hereby authorized 
and directed to adopt suitable regulations to give effect 
to the previous paragraph by prescribing and fixing 
closed seasons, having due regard to the zones of tem- 
perature, breeding habits, and times and line of migra- 
tory flight, thereby enabling the department to select 
and designate suitable districts for different portions 
of the country, and it shall be unlawful to shoot or by 
any device kill or seize and capture migratory birds 
within the protection of this law during said closed 
seasons, and any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions or regulations of this law for the protection 
of migratory birds shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be fined not more than $100 or imprisoned 
not more than 90 days, or both, in the discretion of 
the court. 
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The Department of Agriculture, after the preparation 
of said regulations, shall cause the same to be made 
public, and shall allow a period of three months in 
which said regulations may be examined and considered 
before final adoption, permitting, when deemed proper, 
public hearings thereon, and after final adoption shall 
cause the same to be engrossed and submitted to the 
President of the United States for approval; provided, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall be deemed 
to affect or interfere with the local laws of the states 
and territories for the protection of non-migratory game 
or other birds resident and breeding within their borders, 
nor to prevent the states and territories from enacting 
laws and regulations to promote and render efficient the 
regulations of the Department of Agriculture provided 
under this statute. 
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Federal Law Regulating 
Interstate Commerce in Game 

(The Lacey Act) 

Sec. 69. Sections 241, 242, 243 and 244 of the Crim- 
inal Code of the United States (35 Stat., 1088) in effect 
January 1, 1910, are as follows : 

Sec. 241. The importation into the United States, 
or any territory or district thereof, of the mongoose, the 
so-called "flying-foxes" or fruit bats, the English spar- 
rows, the starling, and such other birds and animals as 
the Secretary of Agriculture may from time to time 
declare to be injurious to the interest of agriculture or 
horticulture, is hereby prohibited; and all such birds 
and animals shall, upon arrival at any port of the United 
States, be destroyed or returned at the expense of the 
owner. No person shall import into the United States 
or into any district or territory thereof, any foreign 
wild animal or bird, except under special permit from 
the Secretary of Agriculture; provided, that nothing in 
this section shall restrict the importation of natural 
history specimens for museums or scientific collections, 
or of certain cage birds, such as domesticated canaries, 
parrots or such other birds as the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture may designate. The Secretary of Agriculture is 
hereby authorized to make regulations for carrying into 
effect the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 242. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deliver to any common carrier for transportation, or for 
any common carrier to transport from any state, terri- 
tory, or district of the United States, to any other state, 
territory or district thereof, any foreign animals or 
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birds, the importation of which is prohibited, or the 
dead bodies or the parts thereof of any wild animals 
or birds, where such animals or birds have been killed 
or shipped in violation of the laws of the state, territory 
or district in which the same were killed, or from which 
they were shipped; provided, that nothing herein shall 
prevent the transportation of any dead animals or birds 
killed during the season when the same may be lawfully 
captured, and the export of which is not prohibited by 
law in the state, territory or district in which the same 
are captured or killed; provided further, that nothing 
herein shall prevent the importation, transportation or 
sale of birds or bird plumage manufactured from the 
feathers of barnyard fowls. 

Sec. 243. All packages containing the dead bodies, 
or the plumage, or parts thereof, of game animals, or 
game or other wild birds, when shipped in interstate 
or foreign commerce, shall be plainly and clearly marked, 
so that the name and address of the shipper, and the 
nature of the contents, may be readily ascertained on 
an inspection of the outside of such package. 

Sec. 244. For each evasion or violation of any provi- 
sions of the three sections last preceding, the shipper 
shall be fined not more than $200; the consignee know- 
ingly receiving such articles so shipped and transported 
in violation of said sections shall be fined not more than 
$200 ; and the carrier knowingly carrying or transporting 
the same in violation of said sections shall be fined not 
more than $200. 
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Laws for the Protection 
of Food Fish 

FISHERIES 

Salmon Fishing Unlawful Except as Hekein Pro- 
vided 

Sec. 70. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon in any rivers or their tributaries in the State 
of Oregon, or any waters over which the State of Oregon 
has concurrent jurisdiction, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided. [§ 5236 of Lord's Oregon Laws.] 

Closed Season Columbia River West of Deschutes 

Sec. 71. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon, sturgeon, or other anadromous fish in the 
Columbia River, or in any of the waters or sloughs 
thereof west of its confluence with the Deschutes River, 
or within three miles outside of the mouth of said Colum- 
bia River, by any means whatever, between 12 o'clock 
noon, March 1, and 12 o'clock noon, May 1, and 
between 12 o'clock noon, August 25, and 12 o'clock 
noon, September 10, of any years, and between 6 
o'clock p. m. on Saturday of each week and G o'clock 
p. m. on the Sunday following, from the first day of 
May to the twenty-fifth day of August, both inclusive, 
of any year. [§ 5237, Lord's Oregon Laws.] 

For penalty see Section 88. 

Salmon Fishing, Except With Hook and Line on 
Columbia East of Deschutes Prohibited 

Sec. 72. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon at any time by any means whatever, except with 
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hook and line, commonly called angling, or to take or 
fish for salmon in any manner whatever during the 
spawning season on any spawning bed or shallow, 
where salmon are wont to lie and deposit their spawn, in 
the Columbia River or any of its tributaries east of its 
confluence with the Deschutes River. [§ 5238, Lord's 
Oregon Laws.] 

For penalty see Section 88. 

Note — The above section has been amended somewhat by 
Section 90 of this compilation. 

Willamette River — Fishing Regulated 

Sec. 73. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for sal- 
mon in the Willamette River, north of the center line of 
the suspension bridge across the river at Oregon City by 
any means whatsoever except with hook and line, com- 
monly called angling, from March 15, noon, to May 1, 
noon, and from June 15, noon, to November 1, noon, in 
any year. It shall be unlawful in the Willamette River 
or any of its tributaries south of the center line of the 
suspension bridge across the river at Oregon City, to 
take or fish for salmon by any means whatsoever except 
with hook and line, commonly called angling, or to take 
more than three salmon in any one day with hook and 
line. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be fined 
not less than $50.00 nor more than $500.00. [§ 5239, 
L. O. L., as amended by Ch. 109, Laws of 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 88. 

Columbia River Tributaries (Except Willamette) 
and Clackamas River — Fishing Regulated 

Sec. 74. (a) It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon, sturgeon, or other anadromous fish in any of the 
waters of Youngs Bay and Youngs River, tributaries of 
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the Columbia River, in the State of Oregon, by any 
means whatever, between 12 o'clock, noon, March 1, and 
12 o'clock, noon, May 1, and between 12 o'clock, noon, 
August 25, and 12 o'clock, noon, September 10, of any 
year, and betwen 6 o'clock p. m. on Saturday of each 
week, and 6 o'clock p. m. on the Sunday following, from 
the first day of May to the twenty-fifth day of August, 
both inclusive, of any year. [§ 1, Ch. 190, Laws 1915.] 

(6) It shall be unlawful at any time after the passage 
of this Act to fish for salmon and sturgeon by any 
means whatsoever, except with hook and line, commonly 
called angling, in any of the waters of Hood River, Her- 
man Creek, Eagle Creek, Sandy River, Scappoose 
Creek, Clatskanie River, Blind Slough except during the 
open season provided in Section 1 of this Act, Tillasqua 
Creek, Bear Creek, the North and South Forks of the 
Klaskanine River, and the Lewis and Clarke River 
except during the open season provided in Section 1 of 
this Act; all of said waters being tributaries of the 
Columbia River, in the State of Oregon; and in the 
Clackamas River, a tributary of the Willamette River, 
in the State of Oregon ; or in any of the tributaries of the 
above-named streams ; provided, however, that it shall be 
unlawful at any time to fish for salmon and sturgeon by 
any means whatsoever, except with hook and line, com- 
monly called angling, above tide water in the waters of 
Blind Slough and the Lewis and Clarke River. [§ 2, 
Ch. 190, Laws 1915.] 

(c) Any person or persons violating any of the pro- 
visions of this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be subject to a fine of 
not less than $50.00, nor more than $250.00, or by 
imprisonment in the county jail for not less than thirty 
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(30) days, nor more than six (G) months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. [§ 3, Ch. 190, Laws 
1915.] 

Umpqua River and Tributaries, Closed Season On 

Sec. 75. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for sal- 
mon in the Umpqua River, or any of the bays or tribu- 
taries thereof, below the points hereinafter named, from 
April 10 to May 10, and from November 20 to Decem- 
ber 10, of any year, or take or fish for salmon by any 
means whatever, except with hook and line, commonly 
called angling, and for propagating purposes, above 
the points specified on each stream; namely, North 
Fork above a point sixteen hundred feet below the dam 
at Winchester; South Fork above a point sixteen hun- 
dred feet below what is known as the Aaron Rose Flour 
Mill Dam. [Laws 1911, Ch. 191 ; § 5254, L. O. L.] 

For penalty see Section 88. 

Tillamook Bay and Tributaries, Closed Season On 

Sec. 76. (a) It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon in the tributaries of Tillamook Bay, above tide- 
water, at any time, by any means whatever, except with 
hook and line, commonly called angling, or in any of 
the waters of Tillamook Bay or its tributaries, below 
the points hereinafter named, between March 20 and 
July 15, of each year; or in any of the following named 
streams, being tributaries of Tillamook Bay, except with 
hook and line, commonly called angling, from March 20 
to December 10, above the points hereinafter named, 
namely : 

Miami River — At the intersection of said stream by 
the south line of section 11, in township 1 north, of 
range 10 west of Willamette meridian. 
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Kilchis River — At the intersection of said stream by 
the east line of section 12, in township 1 south, of range 
10 west of Willamette meridian. 

Wilson River — At the intersection of said stream by 
the quarter-section line running north and south through 
section 20, in township 1 south, of range 9 west, of 
Willamette meridian. 

Hoquarton Slough — At the intersection of said slough 
by the west line of section 24, in township 1 south, of 
range 10 west of Willamette meridian. 

Trask River — At the intersection of said river by the 
quarter-section line running east and west through sec- 
tion 26, in township 1 south, of range 10 west of Wil- 
lamette meridian. 

Tillamook River — At the intersection of said stream 
by the west line of section 7, in township 2 south, of 
range 9 west of Willamette meridian. [§ 5246, L. 0. L.] 

Penalties for Violating Section 76 

(6) Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction thereof shall be fined in a sum not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $1,000.00, and costs, for 
each and every offense, and in addition thereto shall 
forfeit the net or nets, seine or seines, or any other device 
or devices so unlawfully used. [§ 5247, L. O. L.] 

Coos Bay, Coquille River and Lower Ten Mile 

Creek — Closed Season On 

Sec. 77. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for sal- 
mon in Coos Bay or Coquille River, or their tributaries, 
or Lower Ten Mile Creek at any time, or by any means 
whatever, between 6 a. m. on the twentieth day of 
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March and 6 p. m. on the fifteenth day of July, or 
between 6 a. m. on the twentieth day of November and 
6 p. m. on the tenth day of December of any year. It 
shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon at any 
time, except with hook and line, commonly called ang- 
ling, in the south fork of the Coquille Eiver, or any of 
its tributaries above the junction of the same at what 
is known as "Hoffman's Bridge/' or in the north or 
east forks of said river above the junction of said north 
and east forks, public ferry at Coquille, Coos County, 
Oregon. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon 
at any time, except with hook and line, commonly called 
angling, in the north or south forks of Coos Iliver, above 
the junction of the two streams, excepting during the 
season commencing at 6 p. m. on the tenth day of 
December and ending at 6 a. m. on the twentieth day 
of March, during which time salmon may be caught, 
other than with hook and line, as far as the forks of 
the north fork, commonly known as "Allegany," and as 
far as the island opposite the "Mark Cutlip" place in 
the south fork. [§ 5255, L. 0. L., as amended by Ch. 
200, Laws of 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 88. 

Elk Eiver, Sixes Eiver, Windchuck Eiver, Chetco 

Eiver, Pistol Eiver, New Eiver and Floras 

Creek — Fishing Eegulated 

Sec. 78. (a) It shall be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation, to fish for salmon fish in Elk 
Eiver, Sixes Eiver, Windchuck Eiver, Chetco Eiver, 
Pistol Eiver, New Eiver, and Floras Creek, by any 
means whatever, other than with hook and line, between 
the first day of December and the first day of Septem- 
ber of the following year. [§ 1, Ch. 149, Laws of 1915.] 
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(6) 'It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to sell or offer for sale any chinook salmon, 
silverside salmon, or steelhead salmon caught, at any 
time of the year, in the waters of Floras Creek or New 
River, or any of the lakes or lagoons emptying into 
said streams. [§ 2, Ch. 149, Laws of 1915.] 

(c) Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10.00 nor more than $50.00, or by imprisonment 
not less than thirty days nor more than six months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. [§ 3, Ch. 149, 
Laws of 1915.] 

Other Coast Streams — Fishing Regulated 

Sec. 79. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon or other fish in any of the following named 
streams, or any of their tributaries, above tidewater, at 
any time, by any means whatever, except with hook 
and line, commonly called angling, or in any of their 
bays or tributaries below tidewater; provided, however, 
that between ordinary tidewater and a point three 
miles above ordinary tidewater, salmon may be taken by 
dip nets or hooks operated entirely by hand, between 6 
a. m. on the twentieth day of March and 6 p. m. on the 
fifteenth day of July, or between 6 a. m. on the twen- 
tieth day of November and 6 p. m. on the tenth day of 
December of any year, namely : Upper Ten-Mile Creek, 
Yachats River, Alsea Bay and River, Beaver Creek, 
Siletz River, Salmon River, Nestucca Bay and its tribu- 
taries, Necanicum River, Elk Creek and Klamath River ; 
it shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon in the 
Siuslaw River, or its tributaries, at any time, by any 
means whatever, except with hook and line, commonly 
called angling, above a point on said Siuslaw River, 170 
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feet from the place where the north line of lot 12, section 
2, township 18 south, of range 10 west, of the Willamette 
meridian, in Lane County, Oregon, intersects the Sius- 
law River, said point being down the said river in a 
southeasterly direction from the above place of inter- 
section, or to take or fish for salmon in any of its bays 
or tributaries below the above-described point from 6 a. 
m. on the twentieth day of March to 6 p. m. on the 
fifteenth day of July, or from 6 a. m. on the twentieth 
day of November to 6 p. m. on the tenth day of Decem- 
ber of any year, except with hook and line, commonly 
called angling. It will be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon in the Yaquina Bay, or its tributaries, at any 
time, with any means whatever, except with hook and 
line, commonly called angling, at any point above the 
mouth of Mill Creek, or to take or fish for salmon in 
any of its bays, tributaries below the mouth of Mill 
Creek, from 6 a. m. on the twentieth day of March to 
6 p. m. on the sixteenth day of July, or from 6 a. m. on 
the twentieth day of November to 6 p. m. on the tenth 
day of December in any year. Provided, that it shall be 
lawful to fish for salmon with a net or nets between the 
mouth of Mill Creek and a point above, known as 
Rocky Bar, between 6 p. m. on the tenth day of Decem- 
ber, of any year, and the twentieth day of March at 6 p. 

It shall be unlawful to take or fish for 
salmon in the Nehalem River, or its tributaries, at any 
time, by any means whatever, except with hook and line, 
commonly called angling, above a point on the said river 
where the township line between townships 9 and 10 
north, of range 10 west, of the Willamette meridian, 
crosses said Nehalem River, or to take or fish for salmon 
below point on said Nehalem River, from 6 a. m. on the 
first day of March to 6 p. m. on the tenth day of Octo-. 
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ber, except on that portion of the Nehalem River and its 
tributaries, below a point on said Nehalem Kiver three 
miles below its confluence with Foley Creek, where sal- 
mon may be taken from and after 6 p. m. on the first 
day of August until 6 p. m. on the first day of March of 
each year. 

It shall be unlawful to take or fish for salmon in the 
Nestucea Bay and its tributaries at any time, by any 
means whatever, except with hook and line, commonly 
called angling, above tidewater, or to take or fish for 
salmon below tidewater on the Nestucea River from 6 
a. m. on the first day of March to 6 p. m. on the tenth 
day of October, except on that portion of the Nestucea 
River and its tributaries, below a point on said Nestucea 
River 100 feet below the lowermost portion of the con- 
fluence of Horn Creek and Nestucea River, where sal- 
mon may be taken from and after 6 p. m. on the fifteenth 
day of July until 6 a. m. on the twentieth day of Novem- 
ber and from 6 p. m. on the tenth day of December to 6 
a. m. on the first day of March, of any year. [§ 5256, 
L. 0. L., as amended by Ch. 279, Laws of 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 88.

Alsea Bay — Fishing Restrictions On 

Sec. 80. (a) That hereafter it shall be unlawful to 
fish at any season of the year, at any point above what is 
known as Gravel Bar, one-half mile below Tidewater 
postoffice, on the Alsea Bay, or its tributaries, except 
with fishhook and line, or what is commonly called 
angling. [§ 5248, L. 0.

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Gear Prohibited on the Necanicum 

Sec. 83. (a) It shall be unlawful hereafter for any 
person or persons to construct, operate, or maintain, or 
place, or permit to be placed, constructed, operated, or 
maintained, in any of the waters of the Necanicum 
Eiver, or any tributary thereof, any fish trap/ pound 
net, or any fixed device howsoever constructed, except- 
ing only a set net, to be constructed as hereinafter pro- 
vided, for the purpose of, or which is capable of, taking 
or catching or impeding the run of fish of any kind up 
said stream. [§ 5254, L. 0. L.] 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
operate, maintain, or place, or suffer to be operated, 
maintained, or placed in the waters of the Necanicum 
Eiver, or any of its tributaries, any set net, excepting 
when the same shall be operated, maintained, and placed 
in the manner following, that is to say : 

1. The meshes in each set net must not be less than 
six and three-fourths inches.

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Bay, Siletz Biver, Salmon River, Nestucca Bay, Nehalem 
River, Elk Creek, Necanicum River, Klamath River and 
tributaries; provided, that the provisions of this section 
shall not be construed to apply to that portion of the 
Necanicum Creek or River below the lower end of riffles 
at Seaside House. [§ 5257, L. 0. L., amended by Ch. 
49, Laws of 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 133. 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person or persons 
to operate any set net or other fixed appliances which 
shall extend more than one-third across any of the 
waters of Nestucca River or tributaries. [§ 2, of Ch.

Rogue River and Tributaries 

Sec. 85. (a) The word "trout" whenever used in 
this Act, means and includes fish known as the rainbow, 
steelheads, cut-throats, Dolly Varden, eastern brook, sal- 
mon trout and all species and varieties of trout. [Laws 
1913, Ch. 384, § l.J 

(b) It shall be unlawful for any person, finn or cor- 
poration to take from any of the waters of Rogue River, 
or any of its tributaries, at any place or time, or within 
three miles outside of the mouth of said river, any trout 
by any means other than hook and line, commonly known 
as angling.

(c) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, at any time or place, to purchase, sell or offer 
for sale, or to keep or have in possession for the purpose 
of sale, any trout taken at any time or place from Rogue 
River or any of its tributaries, or within three miles 
outside of the mouth of the said Rogue River, whether 
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said trout shall have been taken with hook and line, 
commonly called angling, or by any other method or 
means.

(d) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to transport, freight or express, for the 
purpose of sale, barter or exchange, or to have in his 
or its possession for the purpose of transporting, freight- 
ing or expressing, for the purpose of sale, barter or 
exchange, any trout taken at any time or place from 
the Eogue Kiver or any of its tributaries, or within three 
miles outside of the mouth of the said Kogue Eiver.

(e) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to take from the Illinois River or its tributaries, 
or from the Eogue Eiver at the mouth of the Illinois 
River, or at any point in said Rogue River between the 
mouth of the Illinois River and the mouth of Jump 
Off Joe Creek, or at any point or place in the Rogue 
River above a point on Rogue River one mile below the 
steel bridge that crosses the Rogue River on Sixth 
Street in Grants Pass, Oregon, or from any of the 
tributaries of the said Rogue River above the mouth of 
the said Illinois River, at any time, any salmon, except 
by hook and line, commonly called angling. [Laws 
1913, Ch. 384, § 5.] 

(/) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to take from the Rogue River or its tributaries, 
or within three miles outside of the mouth of said Rogue 
River, at any time or place, any fish of any kind, by 
the use of any fish trap or fish wheel. [Laws 1913, 
Ch. 384, § 6.] 

(g) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to, at any time or place, take any trout or 
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salmon within three miles outside of the said Rogue 
River, by any means whatsoever. [Laws 1913, Ch. 384, 
§7.] 

(h) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or cor- 
poration to fish for or take from any of the waters of 
Rogue River, or its tributaries, below the mouth of the 
Illinois River, by means of any net or seine, or by any 
means other than with hook and line, commonly called 
angling, any salmon of any kind, between the hours of 
6 o'clock p. m. on any Saturday, and the hour of 6 
o'clock p. m. on the following Sunday. [§ 8, Ch. 384, 
Laws of 1913, as amended by § 1, Ch. 216, Laws of 
1915.] 

(t) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to fish for, take or attempt to take from the 
waters of the Rogue River at any point below the mouth 
of the Illinois River any salmon at any time between 
the twenty-fifth day of August and the tenth day of Sep- 
tember of each year, and between the twentieth day of 
November of any year and the fifteenth day of April of 
the following year, by any method other than with hook 
and line, commonly called angling. [§ 9, of Ch. 384, 
Laws of 1913, as amended by § 2, Ch. 216, Laws of 
1915.] 

(;') That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to fish for, take or attempt to take from 
the waters of Rogue River at any place below the mouth 
of the Illinois River any salmon of any kind between 
the twentieth day of November of any year and the fif- 
teenth day of July of the following year by the use of 
any seine of any description ; it shall be unlawful for any 
person, firm or corporation at any time to fish for, take 
or attempt to take from the water of Rogue River below 
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the mouth of the Illinois River any salmon of any kind 
by the use of any seine having a mesh smaller than four 
inches in size; it shall be unlawful, for any person, 
firm, or corporation to fish for, take or attempt to take 
from the waters of Rogue Kiver below the mouth of the 
Illinois River any salmon of any kind by the use of any 
gill net having a smaller mesh than eight and a half 
(8%) inches in size at any time between the first day 
of May and the twenty-fifth day of August of any year ; 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation

(k) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to fish for, take or attempt to take from 
the waters of the Rogue River between the mouth of 
Jump Off Joe Creek, in Josephine County, Oregon, and 
a point on said Rogue River one mile below the steel 
bridge on said Rogue River at Grants Pass, Oregon, any 
salmon of any kind between the first day of August of 
any year, and the first day of June of the following 
year, except by hook and line, commonly called angling; 
it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation 
to fish for, take or attempt to take from the waters of 
the Rogue River between the mouth of Jump Off Joe 
Creek in Josephine County, and a point on said river 
one mile below the steel bridge at Grants Pass, Oregon, 
any salmon of any kind by the use of any gill net having 
a smaller mesh than eight and one-half inches in size 
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at any time between the first day of June of any year 
and the first day of August of any year. [Laws 1913, 
Ch. 384, § 11.] 

(I) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration, at any time, to fish for, take or attempt to 
take, from any of the waters of the Eogue River or its 
tributaries above the mouth of the Illinois River, any 
salmon of any kind by the use of any seine or set net of 
any description. [Laws 1913, Ch. 384, § 12.] 

(m) It is hereby the especial duty of the master fish 
warden and his deputies to seize upon, take and destroy 
all nets and seines of any kind, nature, character and 
description that are herein declared to be unlawful, after 
any person, firm or corporation shall be convicted of 
using the said net or seine at any time when it is herein 
declared to be unlawful to use the seine. [Laws 1913, 
Ch. 384, § 13.] 

(n) If in such fishing, any rainbow, steelheads, or 
other trout shall be caught in any net or seine, it shall 
be unlawful to take the same, and the same shall be 
immediately, and without injury to such trout, liberated 
in said stream.

being used to catch or transport salmon fish or sturgeon 
in or upon any of the waters of this State, or in or 
upon any of the waters over which this State has con- 
current jurisdiction; or who shall have in or upon any 
of the waters over which this State has concurrent juris- 
diction, or who shall leave or cause to be left in a con- 
dition to take or catch salmon fish or sturgeon, in or 
upon any of the waters of this State, or in or upon any 
of waters over which this State has concurrent juris- 
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diction, any fish trap, weir, pound net, gill net, set net, 
fish wheel, seine, or any other device intended for or 
which is capable of being used to catch salmon fish or 
sturgeon, during any existing closed season or any closed 
season that may hereafter be enacted; or who may pur- 
chase salmon fish or sturgeon, or have in its or their pos- 
session salmon fish or sturgeon unlawfully caught during 
any existing closed season, or any closed season that may 
hereafter be enacted, shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in 
a sum not less than $50.00, nor more than $500.00, and 
costs, for each and every offense, and in addition thereto 
shall forfeit the boat or boats, vessel or vessels, fish trap 
or fish traps, weir or weirs, pound net or pound nets, 
gill net, or gill nets, set net or set nets, fish wheel or fish 
wheels, seine or seines, or any other device or devices so 
unlawfully used and the salmon fish or sturgeon found 
in his or their or its possession. All salmon fish or 
sturgeon so unlawfully caught or taken and all prop- 
erty forfeited under the provisions of this section shall 
be immediately taken possession of by the Fish Warden, 
deputy warden, or water bailiff, and shall be confis- 
cated by said warden, deputy warden, or water bailiff 
and immediately thereafter turned over to the Master 
Fish Warden, who may dispose thereof at his discretion. 
The money arising from the sale of salmon fish or 
sturgeon and all property forfeited under the provisions 
of this section shall be deposited with the State Treas- 
urer to be placed in the 'liatchery fund" for the district 
in which such seizure and confiscation was made. In 
all prosecutions under this section the possession by any 
person of salmon fish or sturgeon during any closed

Possession of Fish Caught During Closed Season

Sec. 89. It shall be unlawful for any person or per- 
sons to receive, or have in his or their possession, or sell 
or offer for sale or transportation, or transport, during 
the closed season named in this Act, any Chinook, steel- 
head, blueback, silverside, or other species of salmon, 
caught or taken during any of the closed seasons named 
in this Act; and in all prosecutions under this section 
the possession by any person during the closed season 
named in this Act of any Chinook, steelhead, blueback, 
silverside or other species of salmon, shall be construed 
as prima facie evidence that the same were unlawfully 
caught during the closed season. [§ 5287, L. 0. L.] 

Young Salmon in Tide Waters Protected 

Sec. 90. It shall be unlawful to take or fish for the 
young of salmon, under twelve inches in length, in any 
waters of the State of Oregon, or in the waters of any of 
the rivers or bays over which the State of Oregon has 
concurrent jurisdiction, at any time or in any manner 
whatever; or to take, fish for, stone, club, shoot, with 
any description of firearm, spear, foul hook, or molest, 
wound, kill, or injure, in any manner at any time what- 
ever, or to expose for sale or have in possession, except 
for the purpose of propagation, any gravid or spawning 
salmon. [§ 5266, L. 0. L.]

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Sec. 91. It shall be unlawful at any time whatever to 
take, fish for, or pursue salmon in any of the rivers and 
their tributaries in the State of Oregon, or in any waters 
over which the State of Oregon has concurrent jurisdic- 
tion, with spear, gaff, or foul hook, or other device, 
whether used with rod and line or otherwise, for the 
purpose of foul hooking salmon; provided, that nothing

It shall be unlawful for any person or persons 
to operate or maintain, or leave in a condition to take 
fish, in any of the waters of this State at any time 
hereafter, any fish traps, weir, pound net, set net, gill 
net, fish wheel, seine, or any device or apparatus or gear 
used in catching salmon fish or sturgeon, without first 
having obtained from the fish warden a license therefor 
as hereinafter provided. [§ 5294, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 133. 
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Dealing in Salmon, Etc., Without License Pro- 
hibited 

Sec. 93. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation, to engage in the business 
of buying, selling, canning, packing, preserving, ped- 
dling, or otherwise dealing in salmon fish or sturgeon, 
or other anadromous fish within the State of Oregon, 
without first having obtained a license therefor from the 
Fish Warden as hereinafter provided. In all prosecu- 
tions under this section, it shall be no defense that the 
person or persons, or firm or corporation, caught his or 
their or its own salmon fish or sturgeon or not. All 
licenses issued under the provisions of this section shall 
expire on the thirty-first day of March following the 
issuance thereof. [§ 5295, L. 0. L.]

Taking or Dealing in Fish Without License 

Unlawful 

Sec. 94. (a) It shall be unlawful to take, catch or 
fish for, buy, sell, can, pack, or otherwise deal in or 
handle any salmon fish or sturgeon or other food or 
shell fish in this State or in any waters of this State or 
in any waters over which this State has concurrent 
jurisdiction, without first obtaining a license therefor, 
as provided by law, and any person, upon conviction 
thereof, for each and every offense, shall be punished by 
a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars, or by impris- 
onment in the county jail for not more than six months, 
or by both such fine and imprisonment. [§ 1, Ch. 157, 
Laws of 1915.] 

(6) Whenever it shall state in the laws of the State 
that it shall be unlawful to purchase food fish, illegally 
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caught, said prohibition shall be construed to mean that 
it shall be unlawful to knowingly purchase. [§ 2, Ch.

License Schedules and Other Kegulations 

Sec. 95. (a) The waters over which the states of 
Oregon and Washington shall be deemed to have con- 
current jurisdiction shall comprise the waters of the 
Columbia Kiver and its tributaries, within the confines 
of the states of Oregon and Washington, where said 
waters are state boundaries. [§ 1, Ch. 188, Laws of 
1915.] 

(6) The failure to renew the license, or make appli- 
cation therefor, for any fish trap, pound net, fish wheel, 
or location for other fixed appliance, in any of the waters 
of this State on the first day of April of any year, shall 
constitute abandonment of the location. [§2, Ch. 188, 
Laws of 1915.] 

(c) Should the holder of any license neglect to con- 
struct the appliance called for by said license during 
two consecutive seasons covered by his license, said 
location shall be deemed abandoned. [§ 3, Ch. 188, 
Laws of 1915.] 

(d) It shall unlawful in the use and operation of a 
set net to create any artificial eddy or to erect or use 
any artificial structure or artificial obstruction for 
such purpose. [§ 4, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(e) No license for taking or catching salmon or other 
food or shell fish, required by laws of this State, shall 
be issued to any person who is not a citizen of the United 
States, unless such person has declared his intention to 
become a citizen, and is and has been an actual resident 
of the State for one year immediately preceding the 
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application of such license, nor shall any license be 
issued to a corporation unless it is authorized to do 
business in this State. Nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent the issuance of licenses to women, 
minors of the age of eighteen years or over, or to Indians, 
providing such applicants possess the qualifications of 
citizenship and residence hereinbefore required, nor to 
prevent the renewal of licenses for fixed appliances by 
persons now holding the same; provided, that all gill net 
licenses issued by the states of Oregon and Washington 
shall be valid as to the waters of the Columbia River in 
the states of Oregon and Washington, as though issued 
by the department of fisheries of either state, and the 
department of fisheries of each state, or the officials 
who have charge of issuing licenses, shall furnish to 
each other the names of the licensees and the numbers 
of the licenses, without cost or expense to either state. 
[§ 5, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(/) When required by the Master Fish Warden, any 
person desiring to fish for salmon, sturgeon or any food 
or shell fish in any of the waters of this State, or waters 
over which the State has concurrent jurisdiction, may 
go before a county clerk of any county of this State, or 
the Master Fish Warden, and furnish satisfactory proof 
of his citizenship, or of the fact that he has declared his 
intention to become such, and file his own affidavit and 
the affidavit of two or more persons to the effect that 
he now is and for a year prior thereto, has been an 
actual bona fide resident of this State, thereupon such 
clerk shall issue to him a certificate, briefly reciting those 
facts, and thereafter in any prosecution against such 
person, for a violation of the provisions of this Act, 
such certificate or a duly authenticated copy of the 
records in the office of the clerk, relative thereto, shall 
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be prima facie evidence of his citizenship, and residence, 
as in this Act required, but in all prosecutions under 
this Act the burden of proof shall be upon the defendant 
to establish the fact of his citizenship and residence, but 
nothing herein contained shall delay the issuance to any 
applicant of a license for a fish trap, fish wheel, set net 
or pound net, which is required by the provisions of this 
Act to be issued on the first day of April of each year. 
[§ 6, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915. 

(g) That it shall be unlawful for any person to fish 
or take for sale or profit any salmon, sturgeon or other 
food fish in any of the rivers or waters over which the 
states of Oregon and Washington have concurrent rights 
and concurrent jurisdiction, unless such person be a 
citizen of the United States, or has declared his inten- 
tions, in good faith, to become such, and has been for 
one year immediately prior to the time he makes appli- 
cation an actual resident of the state in which he seeks 
to obtain his license. [§ 7, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(h) 1. Licenses herein required shall be issued to 
any qualified person or corporation by the Master Fish 
Warden, upon application therefor, and the payment of 
the license fees herein required; a separate license shall 
be required for each trap, pound net, set net, fish wheel 
or other fixed appliance, and for each seine and gill net, 
and dip net, and for each person trolling for salmon in 
the waters of the Columbia Eiver, and for each person 
other than employes engaged in the canning, packing or 
curing of food or shell fish, and for each person other 
than employes purchasing or selling food or shell fish, 
either as principal, agent or broker. 

2. For each first class pound net or fish trap, license 
for taking of salmon, $25.00. 
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For each second class pound net or fish trap, license 
for taking salmon, $15.00. 

For each stationary fish wheel, license for taking of 
salmon^ $35.00. 

For each scow fish wheel license for the taking of 
salmon, $25.00. 

For each purse-seine license for the taking of salmon, 
$25.00. Provided, that no purse-seine shall be of a 
greater length than 1,750 lineal feet. 

For each gill net license for the taking of salmon, 
$7.50. 

For each set net license for the taking of salmon, $3.75. 

For each drag-seine license for the taking of salmon, 
three cents per lineal foot, minimum license, $15.00. 

For each bag net license for the taking of smelt, her- 
ring or salmon, $1.00. 

For each license to take crabs, $1.00. 

For each license to take clams and mussels, $1.00. 

For each license to take crawfish, $1.00. 

Eetail fish dealers and peddlers, $5.00 minimum, and 
$1.00 per gross ton in the round or whole, for all salmon, 
shad or sturgeon handled in excess of five tons. 

For each wholesale dealer in fish and for each person 
engaged in freezing, salting, smoking, kippering, pre- 
serving in ice or otherwise, $10.00; and $1.00 per ton 
on the gross weight of all salmon, shad and sturgeon, 
said weight being figured in the whole or round. 

For each fish broker not operating as a packer or 
canner, a license of $50.00. 

For each person using scows, boats or other water 
craft in the buying, handling or transporting food fish, 
$1.00. 

For each person, firm or corporation using scows, boats 
or other water craft in the buying of fish on the Colum- 
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bia River, for each scow, boat or other craft, a license of 
$50.00. This requirement shall not apply to scows, 
boats or other craft used in buying fish for and trans- 
porting fish to canneries and packing plants that pay 
an annual license fee to the states of Oregon or Wash- 
ington, of not less than $100.00. 

Every person, firm or corporation engaged in canning 
salmon, shell or other food fish, shall pay the following 
fees or license, yearly : 

For each case of Chinook salmon packed in District 
Number One, prior to the twenty-sixth day of August 
of each year, 4c per case; for each case of Chinook sal- 
mon packed in District Number One, after the twenty- 
sixth day of August of each year, 2c per case; for each 
case of steelhead salmon, blue-back or sock-eye salmon, 
packed in District Number One, 2c per case; for each 
case of any other variety of salmon, packed in District 
Number One, lc per case; for each case of clams, clam 
nectar, crab, shad, shrimp and other food and shell fish, 
lc per case ; for each case of salmon packed on the Kogue 
Eiver, prior to the twenty-sixth day of August of each 
year, 4c per case ; for each case of salmon packed on the 
Kogue Kiver, after the twenty-sixth day of August 
each year, 2^c per case ; for each case of salmon packed 
in any other part of District Number Two, 2^c per 
case. 

3. All applications for licenses under the provisions of 
this Act shall be made on blanks furnished by the 
Master Fish Warden and accompanied by a sworn affi- 
davit, specifying in detail the location of any fixed 
fishing appliance or seine, and such information as will 
enable the Master Fish Warden to determine the correct- 
ness of the application. 
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In case of applications for retail dealers and peddlers, 
wholesale dealers, persons engaged in freezing, salting, 
smoking, kippering, preserving or otherwise dealing in 
food fish, persons engaged in canning salmon, shell or 
other food fish, said applicant shall set forth the amount 
of the various kinds of fish handled or canned by said 
applicant during the preceding license year, as shown 
by the books of the applicant, which shall be the basis 
for the charge for the current license year. 

In case of application by retail dealers or peddlers, or 
wholesale dealers, or persons engaged in freezing, salting, 
smoking, kippering, preserving or otherwise dealing in 
food fish, or persons engaged in canning salmon, shell or 
other food fish, who were not so engaged for the previous 
license year, then, in that event the Master Fish Warden 
shall charge said applicants for retail fish dealers' or 
peddlers' licenses, the minimum fee of $5.00, and each 
applicant for wholesale dealer, or for freezing, salting, 
smoking, kippering, preserving or otherwise dealing in 
food fish, the statutory fee of $10.00, and shall further 
exact from said applicant a good and sufficient bond, 
guaranteeing the payment of further license fees based 
on the actual amount of food fish handled during the 
current license year ; and for each person engaged in the 
canning of salmon, shell or other food fish, the Master 
Fish Warden shall exact a good and sufficient bond, 
guaranteeing the payment of license fees on the basis of 
salmon, shell or other food fish canned during the 
current license year. 

4. Licenses shall be valid only for the district in which 
they are issued. 

5. Any license may be assigned or transferred to any 
person entitled to hold a license under the provisions of 
this Act, and notice shall be given of such assignment or 
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transfer within thirty days thereafter to the Master Fish 
Warden, who shall endorse the date of such notice on the 
license. If such notice be not given, the license shall be 
void. 

6. For the purpose of this Act, a case of fish is defined 
to consist of forty-eight one-pound cans or bottles, or 
equivalent in weight. 

7. For the purpose of this Act, all traps taking fish 
of the value of $1,000 or more, shall be considered of the 
first class, and all other of the second class. [§ 8, Ch. 
188, Laws of 1915.] 

(t) Additional fees shall be collected by the Master 
Fish Warden as follows : 

Every person, firm or corporation, operating any of 
the appliances hereinbefore mentioned, except gill nets, 
set nets, dip nets and trolling lines, in the waters of the 
State of Oregon, or over which the State of Oregon has 
concurrent jurisdiction, for each one thousand or frac- 
tion thereof of Chinook salmon caught in the Columbia 
Eiver, prior to the twenty-sixth day of August of each 
year, at the rate of $5.00 per thousand; for each one 
thousand or fraction thereof of Chinook salmon caught 
in said river after the twenty-sixth day of August, and 
for each tyee, king, black or spring salmon and black 
mouth salmon, at the rate of $3.00 per thousand; for 
each one thousand or fraction thereof of steelhead sal- 
mon, at the rate of $3.00 per thousand; for each one 
thousand or fraction thereof of sockeye, blue back or 
quinault salmon, at the rate of $1.50 per thousand; for 
each one thousand or fraction thereof of silverside or 
cohoe salmon, chum or dog salmon, at the rate of $1.00 
per thousand ; for each sturgeon, 7%c ; for each gross of 
crabs, 10c ; for each ton of clams, gross weight in shells, 
75c. 
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All moneys collected under the provisions of this Act 
shall be deposited by the Master Fish Warden with the 
State Treasurer, for the credit of the hatchery fund of 
the district from which the collection has been made. 

(;) The owner of any fishing appliance, except gill 
nets and set nets, which is licensed as provided by law 
shall report to the Master Fish Warden, under oath, on 
blanks to be furnished by the Master Fish Warden, upon 
request, semi-annually, on May 10 and November 10 
of each year, for the six months preceding the first day of 
the month on which the report is made, the number of 
salmon, species stated separately, also the number of 
crabs, sturgeon, pounds of smelt, herring, shrimp, clams 
and shad, caught during the preceding six months, and 
shall at the same time remit the license charges provided 
by law. Any person engaged in the taking of food fish 
from the waters of this State, or from the waters over 
which this State has concurrent jurisdiction, or engaged 
in buying, selling or otherwise dealing in salmon, crabs, 
sturgeon, smelt, herring, shrimp, clams and shad taken 
within or without the State, and any person engaged in 
preserving or curing food or shell fish, and any person 
engaged in the handling of fish for which a charge is 
exacted by law, who shall fail to report to the Master 
Fish Warden at his office on the dates provided by law 
and at the same time to make payment of the amount of 
money due the State, shall be guilty of a violation of this 
Act. [§ 9, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(Tc) Throughout the closed seasons each pound net 
or fish trap, operated in any of the waters of this State, 
or in any waters over which this State has concurrent 
jurisdiction, shall be closed by an apron placed across the 
outer entrance to the heart of the trap or pound net, 
which apron shall extend from above the surface of the 
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water to the bottom of the stream, and shall be securely 
connected between the piles on each side of the heart 
of said trap or pound net, and shall be fastened by rings 
not more than two feet apart, on taut wires stretched 
from top to bottom of the piles, and said apron shall be 
provided with such signals as shall be satisfactory to 
the Master Fish Warden, and as will show that the 
same is closed. The failure or neglect on the part of 
any person, firm or corporation, owning or operating a 
fish trap or pound net, to close said fish trap or pound 
net, as above provided, shall constitute a misdemeanor, 
punishable, upon conviction, by a fine of not less than 
$250.00. [§ 10, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(I) It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
take by any means whatever, except with hook and line, 
commonly called angling, any salmon or steel-head less 
than 14 inches in length, and if said person or persons 
shall accidentally or otherwise take any salmon or steel- 
head covered by this section, and not return the same 
alive to the water, or who shall buy or sell or offer for 
sale, or have in his possession any such fish, the said 
person shall be guilty of a violation of this Act. [§ 12, 
Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(m) It shall be unlawful to can or preserve for food 
any salmon that have been removed from the water for 
a longer period than sixty hours, unless such fish have 
been artificially chilled. [§ 13, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(n) It shall be unlawful to take or fish for, or have 
in possession, any food fish of any kind, character or 
description, unless the same are to be used for food or 
bait. [§ 14, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(o) It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration wantonly to waste or destroy salmon or other 
food fish taken or caught in any of the waters of the 
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State of Oregon, or over which the State of Oregon has 
concurrent jurisdiction, and no person engaged in the 
canning, preserving or curing of food fish shall pur- 
chase or engage a greater quantity of fish than he is 
able to <can, preserve, cure or artificially chill within 
sixty hours after the same are taken from the water. 
[§ 15, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(p ) Any person or persons shall have the right to take 
clams, crabs and mussels and crawfish in any of the 
waters of this State, for the use of such person, indi- 
vidually, or for the use of his family or guests, at all 
times, without license. [§ 16, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(q) Nothing in the Game Code of this State shall be 
construed as affecting the operation of the appliances or 
the taking of any fish lawfully under the commercial 
fish laws. [§ 17, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(r) It shall be unlawful for any person to purchase 
any food fish of any variety unlawfully taken from any 
of the waters of this State, or from any waters over 
which the State of Oregon has concurrent jurisdiction, 
during any closed season prescribed by law; and, any 
person who purchases such fish, during any such period, 
shall be guilty of a violation of the Act. [§ 18, Ch. 188, 
Laws of 1915.] 

(s) It shall be lawful to take, kill, capture or destroy, 
at any time, in any lawful manner, in the waters of the 
Columbia Eiver, over which the State of Oregon has 
concurrent jurisdiction, or to possess or market the 
Salvelinus Malma, commonly known as Dolly Varden or 
bull trout, upon same being tagged or punched under the 
rules provided under the Game Code. [§ 19, Ch. 188, 
Laws of 1915.] 
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(t) Unless otherwise specifically provided, justice 
courts shall have concurrent jurisdiction in the first 
instance, with the circuit court of all offenses under this 
Act. [§ 23, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

(u) Any Acts or parts of Acts herein repealed, which 
are re-enacted in form or in substance in this Act, shall 
not be construed as new Acts, but as continuations and 
amendments of such Acts or parts of Acts. All rights 
of action under existing laws, which this Act in any way 
supersedes or repeals, if the same at the time this Act 
takes effect shall not have been commenced, shall proceed 
under the provisions of this Act. [§ 24, Ch. 188, Laws 
of 1915.] 

(v) Any person violating any prvoisions of this Act, 
either by neglecting to observe its requirements or by 
directly violating the same, whether or not such viola- 
tion is specifically declared to be a misdemeanor, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, 
for each and every offense shall be subject to a fine not 
exceeding one thousand dollars, or by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than six months, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment ; provided, however, that the 
provisions of this section as to penalties shall not apply 
to violations of those sections wherein a specific penalty 
is fixed. [§ 25, Ch. 188, Laws of 1915.] 

Fish Wheel Must Not Be Concealed — How Placed 

Sec. 96. It shall b eunlawful for any person to place 
or cause to be placed in any of the rivers or waters of 
this State, or in any river or water over or upon which 
this State has concurrent jurisdiction, any fish wheel in 
a condition to take salmon, or in a position less than 
three feet above the surface of any such river or water, 
or covered or concealed in such manner that the position 
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of the same cannot be clearly discerned from the nearest 
river bank, during any part of the closed season specified 
in this Act. [§ 5289, L. 0. L.] 

Piling for Pound Net to Be Kemoved 

Sec. 97. (a) It shall be the duty of the owner of 
each and every pound net constructed in the waters of 
the Columbia River, over which the State of Oregon has 
concurrent jurisdiction, to remove from the bed of the 
Columbia River all piling driven in the same, by pulling 
out said piling, within five days from the close of each 
fall fishing season, and to keep said piling out of the 
river until within ten days of the commencement of the 
fishing season in the following spring. [§ 5290, 
L. 0. LJ 

Penalty 

(&) Any person who shall violate any of the provisions 
of this Act, upon conviction thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $50.00, nor more than $500.00, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than 25 
days nor more than 250 days, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. [§ 5291, L. O. L.] 

Traps, Etc., Regulated 

Sec. 98. (a) It shall be unlawful for the Master 
Fish Warden or the State Board of Fish and Game 
Commissioners to grant a license to any person, firm, 
partnership or corporation, to build or set up fish traps 
or any other fixed fishing appliance, or drive piles there- 
for, in any locality in or on the Columbia River and its 
tributaries in this State, when in their judgment the 
same interferes with a prior right of fishing. [Laws of 
1913, Ch. 128, § 1.] 
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(b) Whenever any fish trap or any other fixed fishing 
appliance is built or set up in violation of this Act, the 
Master Fish Warden of the State of Oregon is hereby 
empowered, authorized and directed to confiscate and 
sell said fish trap, and to remove all the piling driven 
for such purposes immediately, and he is authorized and 
directed to pay into the hatchery fund of that district of 
the State of Oregon the proceeds of said sale. [Laws 
of 1913, Ch. 128, § 2.] 

(c) No lead of any pound net, trap, fish wheel or 
any fixed appliance, or any set net used or operated in 
the waters of the Columbia Kiver or its tributaries in 
this State for catching salmon shall exceed 800 feet in 
length, and there shall be an end passageway of at least 
30 feet and a lateral passageway of at least 900 feet 
between all such pound nets, traps, weirs, fish wheels or 
other fixed appliances, or set nets hereafter constructed 
and placed within the waters of the Columbia Eiver and 
its tributaries in this State, except the Willamette 
River. For the purpose of determining end passageways, 
base lines shall be drawn at right angles with the general 
course of locations first originally established and inter- 
secting the ends thereof, and the end passageways shall 
be measured at right angles from such base lines; pro- 
vided, this amendment shall not affect any locations 
lawfully existing under previous statutes when this Act 
takes effect ; and any or all such fishing appliances may 
be maintained upon such existing locations as though 
this Act had not been passed, or they may be changed 
to conform to the provisions hereof as to end passages 
at the option of the location owners and holders thereof. 
[Laws of 1913, Ch. 128, § 3.] 

(d) Any violations of this Act shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $100.00, or more than $500.00, 
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or by imprisonment in the county jail for not less than 
30 days or more than 90 days. ( [Laws of 1913, Ch. 128, 

§4] 

Regulation Lights and Monuments to Be Main- 
tained at Fixed Gear — Other Gears — Penalty 

Sec. 99. Any person, after first having obtained 
license from the Fish Warden to operate a pound net, trap, 
or weir, shall indicate the location for such pound net, 
trap, or weir by erecting a permanent and conspicuous 
monument on the bank of the river or channel, and- upon 
said monument shall cause to be placed and maintained 
the license number preceded by an "0," designated by 
the Fish Warden at the time of issuing said license ; said 
number to consist of black figures not less than six 
inches in length painted on white ground; after any 
such pound net, trap, or weir has been located and con- 
structed, the owner thereof shall file a map with the 
Fish Warden, giving the exact description and location 
thereof. During the fishing season, between sunset and 
sunrise, a bright and conspicuous white light shall be 
maintained on each pound net, trap, or weir. Any per- 
son having obtained a license from the Fish Warden to 
operate a fish wheel, shall cause to be placed and main- 
tained in a conspicuous place on said wheel or on a 
permanent monument erected for that purpose the 
number, preceded by an "0," designated by the Fish 
Warden at the time of issuing said license ; said number 
to consist of black figures not less than six inches in length 
painted on white ground. Any person having obtained 
a license from the Fish Warden to operate a set net shall 
cause to be placed and maintained on a substantial post 
or monument erected for that purpose on the bank of the 
river or channel, or upon a buoy securely anchored on 
the location claimed, the number, preceded by an "0," 
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designated by the Fish Warden at the time of issuing 
said license, said number to consist of black figures not 
less than six inches in length painted on white ground ; 
in addition thereto said person shall cause to be branded 
on the corks of each end of said set net, and upon the 
cork nearest the center thereof the number designated 
in said license, said number to consist of figures not 
less than one inch in length. Any person having 
obtained a license from the Fish Warden to operate a 
seine shall cause to be placed and maintained in a con- 
spicuous place on the wharf, scow, or float maintained 
at the seining ground claimed, the number, preceded by 
an "0," designated by the Fish Warden at the time of 
issuing said license, said number to consist of black 
figures not less than six inches in length painted on 
white ground; in addition thereto, said person shall cause 
to be branded on the corks of each end of said seine, 
and upon the cork nearest the center thereof, the number 
designated in said license, said number to consist of 
figures not less than one inch in length. Any person 
having obtained a license from the Fish Warden to operate 
a gill net in any of the waters of this State or the Colum- 
bia Eiver, or from the Fish Commissioner of the State of 
Washington, said state having concurrent jurisdiction 
on the Columbia Eiver with this State as to gill nets and 
as to gill net fishermen, shall cause to be placed upon 
the corks of each end of such net, and upon the cork 
nearest the center thereof, the number designated in 
said license, said number to consist of figures not less 
than one-half inch in length ; and shall also cause to be 
placed upon each side of the bow of the boat used to 
operate such net, the number designated in said license, 
preceded by an "0," if issued by the Fish Warden of the 
State of Oregon, or the number designated in said license, 
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preceded by a U W," if issued by the Fish Warden of the 
State of Washington, said number to consist of black 
figures not less than six inches in length painted on 
light ground, or white figures not less than six inches 
in length painted on dark ground. A separate license 
shall be required for each pound net, trap, weir, fish 
wheel, set net, or for any other fixed appliance, and for 
each seine, gill net, or other drift net. Any owner or 
operator of any fishing appliance or boat herein speci- 
fied, who fails, neglects, or refuses to comply with any 
of the provisions of this section within five days from 
the date of license issued for such appliance, shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$10.00, nor more than $50.00, and the costs of the 
action; a failure from day to day to comply with any of 
the provisions of this section shall constitute a separate 
offense and subject the owner or operator of said appli- 
ance or boat to additional punishment by such fine. 
[§ 5304, L. O. L.] 

Fish Appliances Liable to Execution for Fines 

Sec. 100. Any and all gear and appliances used in 
violation of the provisions of this Act, including boats, 
traps, nets, weirs, fish wheels, or other appliances, shall 
be subject to execution for the payment of fines and 
costs herein provided for. [§ 5320, L. O. L.] 

Fishing Without License or Otherwise Unlaw- 
fully, Subjects Appliances to Seizure — 
Procedure Thereon 

Sec. 101. All fish traps, pound nets, gill nets, set 
nets, fish wheels, fishing boats, and vessels used in 
fishing, and apparatus, and any and all appliances or 
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devices which shall be used or employed by 
any person or persons or corporations, including 
all such fishing appliances fished or operated 
by any person who has not obtained a license, 
or a license to operate such appliance, in fishing for or 
catching salmon fish at or during any time or in any 
of the waters in this Act prohibited, and which by this 
Act is made unlawful, whether being operated by any 
person or left in a condition to take fish, or abandoned 
but left in condition to take fish, shall be seized and be 
confiscated, condemned, and sold, and the proceeds of 
such sale shall be paid to the State Treasurer, and by 
him deposited in the hatchery fund for the district in 
which such appliance is seized; and it is hereby made 
the duty of the Fish Warden to seize and take into his 
possession all such fishing appliances hereinbefore men- 
tioned, which shall be operated wrongfully or unlawfully 
by any person, or left by any person in a condition to 
take fish, or abandoned by any person but left in a 
condition to take fish, shall be seized and be confiscated, 
condemned, and sold, and the proceeds of such sale shall 
be paid to the State Treasurer and by him deposited in 
the hatchery fund for the district in which such appliance 
is seized; and it is hereby made the duty of the Fish 
Warden to seize and take into his possession all such 
fishing appliances hereinbefore mentioned, which shall 
be operated wrongfully or unlawfully by any person, or 
left by any person in a condition to take fish, or aban- 
doned by any person but left in a condition to take fish, 
at or during any time or in any of the waters in this 
Act prohibited, and which is made unlawful by this 
Act ; and immediately upon such seizure the prosecuting 
attorney for the district in which such appliance is 
seized shall institute an action in the circuit court for 
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that county to have such appliance confiscated, con- 
demned, and sold; such petition shall contain a true 
description of the appliance sought to be confiscated, 
condemned, and sold, as nearly as practicable, together 
with all marks, brands, or any special features thereof, 
calculated to designate same from other appliances of 
like nature, and if a fixed appliance, the number; and 
shall allege facts showing that the same was used in 
violation of the provisions of this Act. The petition 
shall be duly verified by the oath of the Fish Warden, 
or one of his deputies, and in such action the State of 
Oregon shall be plaintiff, and the owner of such 
appliance, if known, shall be the defendant; and if 
unknown, then such unknown owner shall be designated 
as "John Doe," whose true name is unknown ; and such 
like proceedings shall be had and such action shall be 
prosecuted to final determination as in actions at law, 
excepting that the summons shall be issued by the clerk 
of the court, and shall require the defendant, if known, 
to appear and answer within fifteen days after the 
service of such summons upon him, and if he fails so to 
appear and answer, judgment of confiscation shall be 
entered as prayed for in the petition. Such summons 
shall contain a brief description of the appliance sought 
to be confiscated; and if such defendant shall be 
unknown or cannot be found, the summons shall require 
such unknown owners to appear within four weeks after 
the first publication thereof, as hereinafter provided; 
such summons shall be served upon the defendant, if 
known personally, in any county in the State; and, if 
unknown and cannot be found, the summons shall be 
published for four weeks in some newspaper published 
in the county where the action is instituted. All persons 
owning or claiming any interest in such fishing appliance 
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will be permitted to answer, setting forth their various 
interests, but it will be no defense to a judgment of con- 
fiscation that the owner or mortgagee or lienor of such 
appliance did not consent to have the same unlawfully 
operated. Upon the trial of said cause the matter to be 
determined shall be whether or not the appliance seized 
was unlawfully employed, or suffered or permitted to 
be unlawfully employed, in violation of the provisions 
of this Act, or used or operated without a license or by 
one not licensed ; and if judgment shall be entered, that 
the same was used or employed, or suffered or permitted 
to be used or employed, in violation of this Act, a judg- 
ment shall be rendered confiscating each appliance and 
ordering the same to be sold at public auction to the 
highest bidder for cash, and execution shall issue upon 
such judgment as in an ordinary action at law, and like 
proceedings shall be had under such execution as now 
provided by law ; and the money arising from the sale of 
such appliance shall be immediately deposited with the 
State Treasurer, and by him deposited in the hatchery 
fund for the district in which such appliance was seized. 
No fee shall be charged or collected from the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners at the institu- 
tion or during the prosecution of such action, and no 
judgment will be awarded against them or the State of 
Oregon for costs and disbursements. Should the State 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners deem them- 
selves aggrieved by the ruling or decision of the court at 
any time after the institution of said action, the 
right of appeal is hereby given the State of Oregon, to 
be prosecuted in the same manner as appeals in ordinary 
civil actions, excepting that no fee shall be charged the 
State and no bond shall be required on appeal. [§ 5321, 
L. 0. L.] 
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The Term "Person" or "Persons," What to Include 

Sec. 102. The term "person" or "persons" used in 
this Act shall be deemed to include partnerships and 
corporations. [§ 5322, L. 0. L.] 

Fish Warden to Keep Records — Authority — 

Appeals 

Sec. 103. The Fish Warden shall keep and preserve a 
record of all applications for license filed. The Fish 
Warden is not bound by statements therein made as to 
the amount of fish canned, packed, or handled, and for 
the purpose of ascertaining the true class in which any 
canner, packer, or dealer in salmon or other anadromous 
fish or sturgeon, as herein provided, should be listed, 
such Fish Warden or any of his deputies has full author- 
ity and is hereby authorized to inspect the cannery, cold 
storage plant, packing establishment and places of busi- 
ness of such parties, and the. books of such showing the 
amount of their pack or the amount handled (but the 
information derived therefrom shall not be made public), 
and if in the opinion of the Fish Warden the facts set 
forth in the affidavit of the applicant for a license are 
untrue, and the canner, packer, or dealer, as herein pro- 
vided, is not properly classed, he shall immediately 
class the same and list the same properly, and cancel the 
license already issued, and demand from such canner, 
packer, or dealer, as herein specified, a new license fee 
necessary to bring it within the class it should have 
been listed in the first instance; but any person, firm 
or corporation feeling aggrieved by the decision of the 
Fish Warden may appeal from the decision of the Fish 
Warden to the circuit court of the State of Oregon for 
the countv in which his or its business is situated. 
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Such appeal is taken by a written notice of such appeal 
on the Fish Warden, or his deputy residing in the count} 7 , 
and filing same with proof of service indorsed thereon 
within ten days from receiving notice of such relisting 
by such Fish Warden, together with a bond with one or 
more sufficient sureties, to be approved by the clerk of 
the circuit court, conditioned to pay whatever judgment 
may be rendered against him on the appeal, in the office 
of the clerk of the State of Oregon for the county in 
which said business is located; and the case shall be 
tried in the said circuit court as a suit in equity, and 
judgment entered by the court accordingly, and the 
decision shall be final, and the judgment of the court 
shall be enforced as other judgments are, and shall have 
like force and effect. No costs shall be taxed against 
the Fish Warden in any event. Nothing in this section 
shall be construed to prevent the State Board of Fish 
and Game Commissioners, the Master Fish Warden, or 
any of the deputies, from giving in evidence at the trial 
of such appeal any fact or information derived by them 
from inspection of the books or papers of any canner, 
packer, or dealer in fish, or from offering in evidence 
in any court the affidavit of any person required by 
this Act. [§ 5304, L. 0. L.] 

Contents of License — Effect 

Sec. 104 (a) Each and every license issued under the 
provisions of this Act shall be numbered and dated by 
the Fish Warden, and the number of cannery, dealer, 
pound net, gill net, fish wheel, seine, trap, or other 
appliance, or business licensed, and the number of the 
district where the appliance or business is located, and 
shall also contain the name of the person or persons to 
whom such license is granted. All licenses for what- 
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ever appliance or business granted under the provisions 
of this Act shall be valid only in the district for which 
the same is issued, and shall expire and become null and 
void on the thirty-first day of March following the 
issuance of such license. [§ 5303, L. 0. L.] 

(b) All money received on account of appropriations, 
fines collected for violation of the Commercial Fishing 
Laws, commercial fishing licenses, licenses for fishing 
appliances, licenses for persons engaged in the* business of 
canning fresh salmon and licenses of persons other than 
canners engaged in the business of buying, selling, pack- 
ing or otherwise dealing in salmon fish, sturgeon or other 
food or shell fish and which have heretofore been paid 
into hatchery fund District No. 1 and hatchery fund 
District No. 2, or any other fund shall be paid to the 
State Treasurer and by him placed to the credit of the 
general fund; provided, that all money so collected and 
paid to the State Treasurer shall be considered an appro- 
priation and placed to the credit of the hatchery fund 
No. 1 and hatchery fund No. 2, or other funds and shall 
be used for the protection and propagation of fish in 
their respective districts as heretofore under the direc- 
tion of the State Board of Fish and Game Commission- 
ers. [Paragraph (I) § 11, Chapter 287, Laws of 1915.] 

Division op State Into Districts — Hatchery Fund 

Sec. 105. For the purpose of this Act, the State of 
Oregon is hereby divided into fishing districts as follows : 
District No. 1 shall include that portion of the Colum- 
bia River and its tributaries over which the State of 
Oregon has jurisdiction. District No. 2 shall include all 
the coast streams and their tributaries in the State of 
Oregon south of the Columbia Eiver. The Fish Warden 
shall collect and receive all license fees, fines or parts 
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of fines, or proceeds arising from the sale of confiscated 
fish or fishing appliances, under the provisions of this 
Act, and shall pay the same to the State Treasury within 
thirty days after collection or receipt thereof, to be 
placed in the hatchery fund, said fund to be used for 
hatchery purposes under the direction of the 
State Board of Fish and Game Commissioners. 
All sums of money collected in any district 
shall be by the State Treasurer credited to the 
"hatchery fund" of such district, and in paying over 
moneys collected, the Fish Warden shall designate the 
district in which all moneys were collected; he shall take 
a receipt, in duplicate, from the State Treasurer, one he 
shall file in his own office and the other in the office of 
the Secretary of State. The money collected in any 
district shall not be expended, except in the district in 
which it was collected. All moneys now in the "hatchery 
fund," after all outstanding accounts against said fund 
have been paid, shall be apportioned and transferred as 
follows: Two-thirds to the hatchery fund of District 
No. 1 ; one-third to the hatchery fund of District No. 2 ; 
and the Secretary of State shall issue his warrants on the 
State Treasurer, making such transfer from the "hatch- 
ery fund." Upon the payment of any judgment that 
may have been obtained against any person or persons 
for the violation of any of the provisions of this Act, the 
same shall be satisfied by the district attorney, upon the 
presentation of the receipt of the Master Fish Warden. 
[§ 5283, L. 0. L.] 

Persons to Include Corporations 

Sec. 106. The term "person" or "persons" used in 
this Act shall be deemed to include partnerships and 
corporations. [§ 5310, L. 0. L.] 
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Penalty 

Sec. 107. Any person, or persons, firm or corpora- 
tion violating any of the provisions of this Act shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$50.00, nor more than $1,000.00, and the costs of the 
action, or by imprisonment in the county jail not less 
than 25 days nor more than one year, or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. All moneys received from fines 
and penalties under this Act shall be disposed of in the 
same manner as is provided under the general laws per- 
taining to the fishing industry. [§ 5311, L. O. L.] 

Justices — Concurrent Jurisdiction 

Sec. 108. Justices of the peace shall have concur- 
rent jurisdiction with the circuit courts of this State, 
of all offenses mentioned in this Act. [§ 5312, L. O. L.] 

Board op Fish Commissioners Created — Authority 
— Duties op Wardens, Etc. — Amended 

as to Board 

Sec. 109. The Governor, Secretary of State, and 
State Treasurer are hereby created a Board of Fish 
Commissioners. It shall be the duty of such fish com- 
missioners to appoint one Master Fish Warden, and also 
one deputy, who shall be known as Deputy Fish Warden, 
who shall have the same power and authority for enforce- 
ment of the law as the Master Fish Warden. They shall 
hold their offices at the pleasure of the Board of Fish 
Commissioners, who may summarily remove them when- 
ever in their judgment they shall deem such a change 
for any cause advisable. Before entering upon the duties 
of his office, the said Master Fish Warden shall file 
with the Secretary of State a bond, to be approved by 
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the board, in the sum of $25,000.00, with two or more 
sureties, conditioned for the faithful performance of his 
duties as prescribed in this Act. His compensation 
shall be $2,500.00 per year, to be paid quarterly from 
the general fund, and he shall be allowed for hire of 
patrol boats and his actual traveling expenses, office, and 
other necessary expenses in the performance of his duties, 
the sum of $1,700 per year, to be paid from the said 
fund. The deputy fish warden shall, before entering 
upon his duties, execute a bond with one or more sure- 
ties, to be approved by the board, in the sum of $1,000.00 
to the State of Oregon, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties. The deputy fish warden shall 
devote his entire time and attention to the fish industry 
of the State, under the direction of the board and super- 
vision of the Master Fish Warden, and shall receive a 
salary of $1,000.00 per year, payable quarterly from said 
fund, and he shall be allowed for his actual traveling 
expenses while in the performance of his duties, the sum 
of $500.00 per annum. The Board of Fish Commis- 
sioners is hereby authorized to appoint a special deputy 
for any stream in the State, who shall be known as 
"water bailiff," and who shall reside in the vicinity of 
said stream for which he is appointed. Such water 
bailiff shalLhave the power to enforce the fish laws in 
any part of the State, under the direction of the master 
or deputy wardens. The special deputy shall receive the 
sum of $3.00 per day while in the actual performance 
of his duties, and shall receive for his actual traveling 
expenses, upon vouchers for the same, not to exceed 
$2.00 per day, while in the performance of his duties, 
the same to be paid out of the 'liatchery fund." 
[§ 5272, L. O. L.]

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Deputy Fish Warden for District No. 2 

Sec. 110. (a) For the purpose of enforcing the pro- 
visions of the laws protecting the fishing industry of the 
State of Oregon, the Board of Fish Commissioners is 
hereby authorized to appoint one deputy fish warden 
for fishing district No. 2, who shall be a resident of said 
district, and shall have the same power and authority for 
the enforcement of the fishing laws of the State as the 
Master Fish Warden, and shall devote his entire time 
and attention to the fishing industry of the State, under 
the direction of the Board and supervision of the Master 
Fish Warden. He shall receive a salary of $1,000 per 
annum, payable quarterly from the general fund, and 
shall be allowed for actual traveling expenses while in 
the performance of his duties, not to exceed the sum of 
$500.00 per annum, payable from said fund. He shall 
hold his office at the pleasure of the Board of Fish 
Commissioners, who may summarily remove him when- 
ever, in their judgment, they shall deem a change for any 
cause advisable. Before entering upon the duties of his 
office he shall file with the Secretary of State a bond 
to be approved by the Board, in the sum of $1,000.00, 
with one or more sureties, conditioned for the faithful 
performance of his duties. [§ 5273, L. O. L.] 

Expenses, How Paid 

(6) The expenses incurred under the provisions of 
this Act shall be paid, upon certified vouchers being 
presented, and the Secretary of State is hereby authorized 
and directed to draw his warrant on the State Treasurer 
payable out of the general fund, for such sums as shall 
be approved by said Board of Fish Commissioners. 
[§ 5274, L. O. L.] 

Slg. 5 
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Clerk op Master Fish Warden 

Sec. 111. The Master Fish Warden of the State of 
Oregon is hereby authorized to appoint a clerk for the 
State Fish Warden's office, who shall keep the books of 
the office and the accounts with the different State 
hatcheries, and all other duties connected with the office, 
under the direct supervision of the Master Fish Warden. 
Such clerk shall devote his entire time and attention to 
the fishing industry of the State of Oregon, and shall 
receive therefor a salary of one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) per annum, payable quarterly from the 
general fund. 

Before entering upon the duties of the office said clerk 
shall execute a bond with one or more sureties, to be 
approved by the Master Fish Warden, in the sum of 
$2,000.00, to the State of Oregon, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of the duties thereof. Such clerk 
shall hold office at the pleasure of the Master Fish 
Warden, and may be summarily removed by him when- 
ever, in his judgment, he shall deem such a change for 
any cause advisable. [§ 5275, L. O. L.] 

Fish Warden to Keep Books — Other Duties 

Sec. 112. The Fish Warden shall keep proper books 
showing the license issued, to whom issued, and amounts 
received, and all moneys disbursed and paid out for any 
cause. It shall also be his duty to devote his entire time 
and attention to the fishing interests and fishing indus- 
tries of the State ; and see that all laws for the protection, 
preservation and propagation of all salmon, and other 
anadromous fish and sturgeon, and oysters and shell- 
fishes, in the waters and streams of this State and of the 
Columbia Kiver are enforced. [§ 5305, L. O. L.] 
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To Make Keports 

Sec. 113. Said Fish Warden shall annually, on Decem- 
ber 31, report to the Board of Fish Commissioners of 
this State a full account of his actions, also of the 
operations and results of the law pertaining to fish and 
shellfish industries, the method of taking fish, the num- 
ber of young fish hatched and where distributed, amount 
of expense incurred, and make suggestions as to the needs 
to further legislation, if any, and full statistics of the 
fishing and shellfish industries, and amount of all 
money received and disbursed. [§ 5306, L. 0. L.] 

Arrests, Authority of Warden and Deputies to 

Make Without Process — Eesistance 

a Misdemeanor 

Sec. 114. The Fish Warden and his deputies shall 
have authority to arrest without writ, rule, order or 
process, any person or persons detected by him or them 
in the act of committing a crime in violation of the fish 
laws of this State; and they are hereby made peace 
officers of this State for that purpose, and shall have 
authority to execute all criminal process issued for the 
arrest or detention of any person complained against 
for the violation of any of the fish laws of this State. 
Any person who knowingly or willfully resists or opposes 
such officer in discharge of his said duties shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof, shall be punished as in this Act hereinafter 
provided. [§ 5307, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 132. 

Fish Warden to Make Inspections 

Sec. 115. The Fish Warden is hereby authorized to 
inspect all canneries, cold storage houses, packing estab- 
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lishments, business places, boats, nets, wheels, traps, and 
other fishing apparatus, and all property used in the 
catching and packing of fish, for the purpose of enforc- 
ing the provisions of this Act ; and to that end said Fish 
Warden is authorized to enter into said property and to 
make inspections thereof. [§ 5309, L. 0. L.] 

Certificate of Warden Evidence 

Sec. 116. In all prosecutions requiring proof as to 
the issuance or non-issuance of a license by the Master 
Fish Warden under any of the laws of this State, the 
certificate of the Master Fish Warden as to the issuance 
or non-issuance of such license by him shall be sufficient 
proof on that question to establish the fact, and such 
certificate shall be admitted in evidence as to the issuance 
or non-issuance of such license in any such prosecution. 
[§ 5308, L. 0. L.] 

Attorney General, Duty of, to Advise Commis- 
sioners — Prosecuting Attorneys to Act 

on Complaints 

Sec. 117. The Board of Fish Commissioners shall 
have the authority to apply to the Attorney General for 
his official opinion upon any question touching the con- 
struction and interpretation of the statutes and the duty 
of the Board of Fish Commissioners wherein they shall 
need legal advice; and it shall be the duty of the prose- 
cuting attorneys of the several districts to prosecute in 
their respective districts, on information and complaint 
of such Board of Fish Commissioners, fish warden, or 
any of his deputies, any person violating any of the 
provisions of this Act. [§ 5313, L. 0. L.] 
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Salary and Expenses op Wardens, How Audited 

and Paid 

Sec. 118. The salaries of the fish wardens, and the 
necessary expenses incurred by them in the performance 
of their duties, and all the expenses incurred under the 
provisions of this Act, shall be audited by the Board of 
Fish Commissioners, upon bills being presented properly 
certified by the fish wardens ; and the Secretary of State 
shall, upon the approval of such bills, draw his warrant 
upon the State Treasurer in payment of the same from 
the general fund. [§ 5314, L. % L.] 

FISH HATCHERIES 

Construction and Operation of Hatcheries in Ad- 
joining States 

Sec. 119. The State Board of Fish Commissioners is 
hereby authorized to construct, maintain or operate sal- 
mon hatcheries in an adjoining state, and to expend a 
portion of the money in the "hatchery fund" for that 
purpose ; provided, that no hatchery shall be constructed 
or operated on any stream in an adjoining state that is 
not a tributary of the Columbia Eiver, or whose waters do 
not flow into said Columbia River. [§ 5285, L. 0. L.] 

Racks or Other Obstructions for Hatchery Pur- 
poses 

Sec. 120. The Fish Commissioner and the Fish Com- 
mission of the United States Government, or any indi- 
vidual operating hatcheries in this State, are hereby 
authorized to erect racks, traps, or other obstructions 
across any of the streams in this State for the purpose 
of obtaining salmon for propagating purposes, and it 
shall be unlawful for any person or persons to injure or 
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destroy any such racks, traps, or obstructions by any 
means whatever, or take, kill, destroy, or molest any 
salmon within two miles below any such rack, trap, or 
obstruction across any stream in this State. [§ 5286, 
L. 0. L.] 

Fish May Be Taken Any Time by Proper Officers 

for Propagation 

Sec. 121. Nothing in this Act shall be construed so 
as to prevent the taking of salmon at any time of the 
year by the Board of Fish Commissioners, or accredited 
officers of the United* States Government for propaga- 
tion. [§ 5319, L. 0. L.] 

Placing Fish in Water Without Authority op 

Board Unlawful 

Sec. 122. It shall be unlawful for any person, without 
written authority from the Board of Fish Commissioners, 
to place in any water of this State, any species or variety 
of fish whatever. [§ 5317, L. 0. L.] 

Board May Close Streams 

Sec. 123. The Board of Fish Commissioners is 
authorized by this Act to propagate and stock the various 
waters and streams of this State with salmon, sturgeon, 
trout, or other food fishes, not inimical to or destructive 
of salmon; and for the purpose of protecting the same 
they are hereby authorized to close any stream or any 
designated portion thereof in this State frequented by 
salmon, or any stream which they have stocked, and 
prevent any person taking or fishing for or catching 
any salmon or food fishes therein (except that portion 
of the Columbia Eiver west of the mouth of the Des- 
chutes River and that portion of the Willamette River 
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north of the Willamette Falls at Oregon City.) Should 
the Board of Fish Commissioners desire to close any 
stream or designated portion thereof frequented by sal- 
mon, or any stream or designated portion thereof which 
they have stocked with food fish, they shall cause notice 
thereof to be filed in the office of the county clerk in 
each county in which such stream or designated portion 
thereof lies, and shall publish such notice in some public 
newspaper published at the county seat in such county or 
counties for four successive weeks. Such notice shall 
designate as nearly as practicable the streams or desig- 
nated portion thereof to be closed, and shall state that 
on and after a date therein stated it will be unlawful to 
fish for or take or catch any salmon or other food fishes 
therein (which date shall not be less than thirty days 
from the date of the first publication), and shall cause 
like notices to be published for such time in three con- 
spicuous places on the banks of such streams or desig- 
nated portion thereof. Upon the completion of the pub- 
lication of such notice, the same, with proof of the pub- 
lication and posting thereof, shall be filed with the origi- 
nal notice in the office of the county clerk, and it shall 
be unlawful at any time after the expiration of the date 
specified in said notice for any person to fish for, catch, 
or take any salmon, or any food fishes stocked therein, 
until notice shall be filed and likewise published by the 
Board of Fish Commissioners of the opening of such 
stream or designated portion thereof to the public for 
fishing. [§ 5316, L. 0. L. ; Laws 1913, Chap. 139, § 1.] 
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EXPLOSIVES, ETC. 

Placing Deleterious Matter or Explosives in 
Waters op State Unlawful 

Sec. 124. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to throw, or cast, or pass, or cause or permit to 
be thrown, or cast, or passed, in any waters of the State 
in which salmon fish of any kind or other food fishes 
are wont to be, any lime, drug, powder, indicated bait, 
gas or coulus indicus, or any other substance deleterious 
to fish, or to explode or cause to be exploded in any 
waters of this State any powder, hercules powder, giant 
powder, dynamite, nitroglycerine, or any other explosive 
substance whatever, for the purpose of catching, killing, 
or destroying any salmon or any food fish. [§ 5269, 
L. 0. L.] 

STURGEON PROTECTED 

Young Sturgeon Protected — Penalty — Disposal of 

Fines — Evidence 

Sec. 125. It shall be unlawful at any time to take or 
kill any young sturgeon under four feet in length, or 
fish for the same with any device or appliance whatever 
in the waters of the State of Oregon, or in the waters of 
the Columbia River or its tributaries; and any person or 
persons fishing with a trap, weir, pound net, gill net, 
set net, fish wheel, seine or any other fishing apparatus 
in the waters of the State oi Oregon,, or in the waters of 
the Columbia River or its tributaries, who, on lifting, 
drawing, taking up, or removing any trap, weir, pound 
net, gill net, set net, fish wheel, seine, or other fishing 
apparatus, shall find young sturgeon under four feet in 
length entagled or caught therein, shall immediately, 
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with care and the least possible injury to the fish, disen- 
tangle and release the same and transfer the fish to the 
water without violence. Any person or persons, firm or 
corporation, violating any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, or receiving or having in his or their possession for 
consumption, sale, or transportation, or sells or offers 
for sale or for transportation, or transports young stur- 
geon under four feet in length, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than twenty dollars and not 
more than one thousand dollars, and costs of the action, 
or by imprisonment in the county jail not less than ten 
days nor more than one year, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment; provided, in case of fine only, that he be 
imprisoned in the county jail until such fine be paid, and 
he shall be credited on such fine the sum of $2.00 for 
each day imprisoned. All moneys collected as fines shail 
be disposed of as follows: One-third shall be paid to 
the prosecuting witness other than the Master Fish War- 
den or the Deputy Fish Warden; the remaining two- 
thirds, or all, as the case may be, shall be paid to the 
Master Fish Warden, and by him deposited with the 
State Treasurer, to be placed in the hatchery fund for 
the district in which said fine was imposed. In all 
prosecutions under this section the possession by any 
person or persons, firm or corporation, of young stur- 
geon under four feet in length shall be construed as 
prima facie evidence that the same was taken from the 
waters of the State of Oregon, or from the waters of the 
Columbia Eiver or its tributaries. [§ 5324, L. 0. L.] 
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Chinese Sturgeon Lines Prohibited — To Be 

Destroyed — Penalty — Fine 

Sec. 126. It shall be unlawful to cast, extend, set, 
use, or continue or assist in casting, extending or using, 
any Chinese sturgeon line, or lines of a similar character,, 
in the waters of the State of Oregon, or in the 
waters of the Columbia River or its tributaries. 
The Fish Warden and any of his deputies or bailiffs, 
sheriffs, deputy - sheriffs, constables, or other peace 
officers, are hereby authorized to seize and destroy any 
such lines found in said waters, and they are hereby 
authorized to arrest, without warrant, any person or 
persons detected in setting or using any Chinese stur- 
geon line or lines of a similar character in said waters. 
Any person or persons violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not less than $20.00 nor more than $1,000.00 and 
costs of the action, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten days nor more than one year, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment ; provided, in case of 
fine only, that he be imprisoned in the county jail until 
such fine and costs of action be paid, and he shall be 
credited on such fine and costs the sum of $2.00 for each 
and every day imprisoned. All moneys collected as 
fines shall be disposed of as follows : One-third shall be 
paid to the prosecuting witness other than the Master 
Fish Warden or the Deputy Fish Warden; the remain- 
ing two-thirds, or all, as the case may be, shall be paid to 
the Master Fish Warden, and by him deposited with the 
State Treasurer, to be placed in the hatchery fund for 
the district in which said fine was imposed. [§ 5325, L. 
O. L.] 
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Obstruction in Fish Stream Prohibited — Taking 

Fish Within Certain Limits of 

Fishway Unlawful 

Sec. 127. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
construct any mill-dam or artificial obstruction across 
any stream in this State frequented by salmon or trout, 
or to maintain any such mill-dam or obstruction hereto- 
fore erected without providing a passageway for such 
fish over such obstructions, such passageway for 
fish to be constructed as near the main channel as may 
be practicable. It shall be the duty of the Fish Warden 
to examine, from time to time, all mill-dams and arti- 
ficial obstructions to all rivers and streams in the State 
frequented by salmon or other migratory fish, and if 
in his opinion there is not a free* passage for fish over 
any mill-dam or artificial obstruction, to notify the 
owner or occupant thereof to provide the same within a 
reasonable time with a durable and efficient fishway, 
of such form and capacity and in such location as shall 
be determined by the Fish Warden. If such fishway is 
not completed to the satisfaction of said Fish Warden 
within the time specified, the owners or occupants of 
such mill-dam or artificial obstruction shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction shall be 
punished as in this Act hereinafter provided. It shall be 
incumbent upon the owners and operators of all mill- 
dams or artificial obstructions, where the Fish Warden 
requires such fishway to be provided, to keep the same 
in repair and open and free from obstruction to the 
passage of fish at all times, and any owner or operator of 
any dam or artificial obstruction who neglects or refuses 
to keep such fishway in repair and open and free from 
obstruction to the passage of fish shall be guilty of a 
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misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished as 
in this Act hereinafter provided; and the continuance 
from day to day of the neglect or refusal after notifica- 
tion in writing by the Fish Warden, shall constitute a 
separate offense ; and it shall be unlawful for any person 
to willfully or knowingly destroy, injure or abstract 
from such fishway, or to take or catch any salmon or 
other migratory fish within six hundred feet below any 
fishway; provided, however, that fishing with hook and 
line only shall be permitted two hundred feet below any 
fishway. 

Fishing with hook and line, commonly called angling, 
in the Willamette River shall be lawful at any time ; pro- 
vided, however, that it shall be unlawful for any person 
to catch more than three salmon in any one day with 
hook and line during that portion of the year closed to 
net fishermen. 

The Master Fish Warden and the State Game and 
Forestry Warden, together with their respective depu- 
ties, shall have concurrent jurisdiction to enforce the 
provisions of this Act. [Laws 1911, Chapter 192; L. 
0. L., § 5288.] 

For penalty see Section 133. 

Obstructions in Eogue Kiver Unlawful — Excep- 

TIONS 

Sec. 128. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation, except for securing salmon 
for propagation purposes, to place any obstruction in 
Kogue Kiver, which said obstruction will in any way or 
at all or in any wise obstruct or interfere with the prog- 
ress of salmon in going up or down said river, and any 
person violating this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined 
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the sum of not less than $50.00 nor more than $200,00, 
or be imprisoned in the county jail not less than thirty 
days nor more than four months, or by both fine and 
imprisonment in the discretion of the court. [L. O. L. 
§ 5245.] 

Depositing in Stream Substances Injurious to 

Salmon Prohibited 

Sec. 129 (a) It shall be unlawful for any person 
to place in any stream of this State where salmon run 
or exist, within the distance from any dam, fish way or 
object in which the taking of salmon is prohibited by 
law, any blood or offal of salmon or fish, or any other 
substance or matter or contrivance that will frighten or 
drive salmon or with intent to drive or frighten from or 
out of that part of the waters of any stream in which it 
is unlawful to fish for or take the same. [L. O. L. 
§ 5270.] 

Penalty 

(b) Any person violating the provisions of this Act 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than $50.00 or 
not more than $1,000.00, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not to exceed six months. [L. O. L. 
§ 5271.] 

Fishway at Oregon City to Be Under Care of 

Board 

Sec. 130. (a) After said fishway is constructed, it 
shall be under the care of said board, which shall make 
any extension, additions, alterations, or repairs to the 
same that shall become necessary. [L. O. L. § 5335.] 
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Hindering Passage op Fish Prohibited 

(&) It shall be unlawful for any one to hinder, annoy, 
or disturb the fish entering, passing through, or leaving 
said fishway, or to obstruct the passage of fish through 
the same at any time or in any manner, or for any one 
to place anything in said fishway or use any device for 
catching fish, or any wheel, or net, or hooks, or lines in 
said fishway, or anywhere within fifty feet thereof, or 
to catch fish at any time anywhere within fifty feet of 
said fishway, or any one to do any injury to said fishway. 
[§ 5336, L. 0. L.] 

Note — It is unlawful to angle within 200 feet below a fishway 
under Section 127. 

Penalty for Violations op Act 

(c) Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion shall be punished by a fine of not less than $20.00 
nor more than $200.00, or by imprisonment in the county 
jail not less than ten days nor more than one hundred 
days, or both, in the discretion of the court. [§ 5337, 
L. O. L.] 

Justices' Courts Have Concurrent Jurisdiction 

(d) Justices of the peace shall have concurrent juris- 
diction in the first instance with the circuit courts of all 
offenses under this Act. [§ 5338, L. O. L.] 

Authority to Eemove Obstructions Above Falls 

(e) The Board provided for in Section 3 shall have 
authority to remove any artificial obstructions placed in 
the river above the falls which would prevent the free 
passage of fish up the river. [§ 5339, L. 0. L.; Laws 
1893.] 
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Fish Commissioners to Eepair Fishway at Oregon 

City 

Sec. 131. The Board of Fish Commissioners of the 
State of Oregon are hereby directed and authorized to 
make such improvements and repairs to the fishway 
over the falls of the Willamette Eiver at Oregon City as 
in their judgment may become necessary, from time to 
time, and to pay for the same out of any moneys in the 
hatchery fund for Fishing District No. 1, or if no funds 
are available when such improvements or repairs are 
made, then out of the first moneys which become availa- 
ble therefor in said fund after the improvements or 
repairs are made, and the Secretary of State is hereby 
authorized and directed to draw his warrant on the 
Treasurer of the State of Oregon for such sums as shall 
be approved by said Board of Fish Commissioners, 
incurred for said improvements or repairs, payable out 
of said fund. [§ 5340, L. 0. L.] 

Justices' Courts Have Concurrent Jurisdiction 

Sec. 132. Justices of the peace shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction with the circuit courts of this State of all 
offenses mentioned in this Act. [§ 5328, L. 0. L.] 

Penalty — Keward for Informer 

Sec. 133. Any person or persons violating any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than $1,000.00 
and the costs of the action, or by imprisonment in the 
county jail not less than twenty-five days nor more than 
one year, or by both such fine and imprisonment; pro- 
vided, in case of fine only that he be imprisoned in the 
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county jail until such fine and costs of action be paid, 
he shall be credited on such fine and costs the sum of 
$2.00 for each day of imprisonment. In all actions for 
violations of the provisions of this Act, one-third the 
moneys collected as fines shall be paid to the district 
attorney, or his deputies, who conducts the action; one- 
third shall be paid to the informer or prosecuting wit- 
ness; provided, such informer or prosecuting witness is 
not a regularly appointed and salaried fish warden, or 
salaried deputy warden; the remaining one-third, or 
two-thirds, or all, as the case may be, shall be paid to the 
Master Fish Warden and by him deposited with the 
State Treasurer, to be placed in the "hatchery fund" for 
the district in which said fine was imposed. [§ 5323, 
L. 0. L.] 

PROTECTION AND PROPAGATION OF OYSTERS 

Board of Fish Commissioners to Have Control of 

Natural Oyster Beds — Taking of 

Oysters Regulated 

Sec. 134. The State Board of Fish Commissioners 
shall have control of all the natural oyster beds in the 
waters of this State and shall prescribe such rules and 
regulations for the protection of oysters, therein, and 
for the taking of oysters and oyster spat shells therefrom 
as shall in the judgment of the Board be for the best 
interests of the industry; but no part of such natural 
beds shall be leased to any person or persons, firm or 
corporation; and provided, that no person or persons 
shall be allowed to take oysters, spat, or shells from 
said natural beds except they have been a citizen of the 
State for one year and a citizen of the county wherein 
such beds are located for a period of six months next 
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preceding the taking of such oysters, spat, or shells; 
and provided, further, that nothing in this Act shall be 
construed so as to operate or interfere with any rights 
in, or ownership of, any private plantations of oysters 
or oyster beds acquired or held under existing laws. 
[§ 5341, L. 0. L.] 

Board to Adopt and Publish Regulations 

Sec. 135. Within sixty days from the passage of this 
Act the said State Board of Fish Commissioners shall 
adopt such rules and regulations and shall cause to 
have them published in a weekly newspaper pub- 
lished in the county wherein such natural beds 
are situated for four consecutive weeks, and thereafter 
it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to take 
oysters from such natural beds unless they comply 
strictly with all of the regulations made by the board 
covering the same. [§ 5342, L. 0. L.] 

Authority of Master Fish Warden, Etc. 

Sec. 136. The Master Fish Warden, Deputy Fish 
Wardens, and water bailiffs shall have the same author- 
ity for the carrying out and enforcing of the rules and 
regulations of the board in relation to the oyster beds 
as they have under the fishing laws of this State. 
[§ 5343, L. 0. L.] 

Eemoval op Oysters Without Authority Prohibited 

Sec. 137. It shall be unlawful for any person without 
due authority, or without permission from the owner 
thereof, to take or carry away any oysters or other shell- 
fish lawfully planted or cultivated in any waters of this 
State, or any oysters, clams, or other shellfish, being on 
any place duly designated for the planting or cultivation 
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of oysters and other shellfish, or to remove oysters ox 
other shellfish belonging to any person, either from 
private lands, private beds, cull beds, or from any bed, 
wharf, float, or water craft whatsoever. [§ 5344, L. 
0. L.] 

Further Regulations as to Taking of Oysters 

Sec. 138. It shall be unlawful for any person while 
sailing or passing upon or over any oyster ground or 
oyster bed, to cast, haul, or heave overboard, any drag, 
tongs, rake, or other implement for the taking of oysters 
or shellfish of any description, under any pretense what- 
ever, without the consent of the lessee or owner of such 
oyster grounds or oyster bed. [§ 5345, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 142. 

Depositing in Water Matter Injurious to Shell- 
fish Forbidden 

Sec. 139. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
deposit into, or allow to escape into, or cause or permit 
to be deposited into, or escape into any of the public 
water of this State, any substance of any kind whatever, 
which will or shall in any manner injuriously affect the 
life, growth, or flavor of oysters or other shellfish in or 
under said waters. [§ 5346, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 142. 

Injury to Oyster Enclosure Forbidden 

Sec. 140. It shall be unlawful to willfully injure 
any oyster enclosure legally designated, marked out or 
enclosed, or to remove or injure any boundary monu- 
ments, stakes or buoys used to mark out any oyster 
ground. [§ 5347, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 142. 
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Person to Include Corporation 

Sec. 141. Wherever the word "person" is used in this 
Act, it shall be deemed to mean person, persons, firm, 
firms, corporation, or corporations. [§ 5348, L. 0. L.] 

Penalty 

Sec. 142. Every person who shall be guilty of violat- 
ing any of the provisions or sections of this Act shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by a fine in any 
sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceed- 
ing one thousand dollars, or imprisonment in the county 
jail for not less than one month, nor more than one 
year, or by both such fine and imprisonment. [§ 5349, 
L. 0. L.] 

Natural Oyster Beds Free — Artificial Beds Pri- 
vate Property 

Sec. 143. The natural beds of oysters in the waters of 
this State shall be free to all citizens thereof who shall 
have resided in this State one year, and shall have been 
residents of the county where such beds are located for 
a period of six months immediately preceding the time 
of taking such oysters; but artificial plantations of oys- 
ters belonging to citizens of this State, if distinctly 
marked out by means which shall not obstruct naviga- 
tion, and not exceeding the extent allowed by local regu- 
lations, shall be deemed and protected as private prop- 
erty; and the following portions of Yaquina Bay, in 
Benton County, are hereby designated and set apart for 
artificial plantations of oysters, to wit: Brown's Flat, 
Pool's Slough, Lyman's Eddy and Green Point ; and the 
size and dimensions of said oyster beds shall remain as 
they have been fixed by the local regulations of the 
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oystermen's association, not exceeding two acres in any 
one plantation; and every person holding a claim for 
the cultivation of oysters shall in all respects comply 
with the local regulations applicable thereto. [§ 5350, 
L. 0. L.] 

Note — That portion of Benton County herein referred to is 
now Lincoln County. 

For penalty see Section 147. 

Closed Season as to Natural Beds 

Sec. 144. No person shall remove oysters from nat- 
ural beds between the fifteenth day of June and the 
tenth day of September in any year; provided, that 
nothing in this chapter shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent any person owning artificial beds from taking 
oysters from said beds at any time. [§ 5351, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 147. 

Who Privileged to Take Oysters 

Sec. 145. No person not a citizen of the United 
States or competent to become such under the laws of 
Congress^ and actually domiciled within the State, and 
subject to State and county taxes, shall gather oysters 
in natural beds, for sale or transportation or for replant- 
ing, nor shall own any artificial oyster bed or any inter- 
est therein; nor shall any person purchase oysters for 
transportation or replanting except from persons so 
qualified. [§ 5352, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 147. 

Kegulations for Taking Oysters From Natural 

Beds 

Sec. 146. No person shall gather or take oysters 
from natural beds within the waters of this State, with a 
scoop, scrape, drag, or dredge where the water is of 
less depth than twenty-four feet at low tide; nor shall

any person gathering oysters from natural or artificial 
beds commit or permit waste by casting young oysters 
or shells on shore or in places unfavorable to their growth 
or increase. [§ 5353, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 147. 

Penalty for Violating Provisions of the Preceding 

Sections 
Sec. 147. Every person who shall be guilty of violat- 
ing any provision of Sections 5350, 5351, 5352, and 
5353 shall, on conviction thereof, be fined in any sum 
not exceeding $1,000.00 for every such offense. [§ 5354, 
L. O. L.] 

Taking Oysters Planted by State Biologist For- 
bidden 

Sec. 148. From and after the passage of this Act, it 
shall be unlawful, for a period of four years, to gather 
or attempt to gather, to have in possession, or to offer 
for sale, any eastern, native, or other oyster, or their 
progeny, that have heretofore or may hereafter be depos- 
ited or planted by the State Biologist, or the United 
States Fish Commission, in the waters of Oregon; pro- 
vided, that this section shall not apply to the taking, or 
having in possession any such oysters by said biologist. 
[§ 5355, L. O. L.] 

For penalty see Section 149 (6). 

Unlawful to Eemove Means of Designating Place 

Sec. 149. (a) It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons to willfully or maliciously remove or damage 
any stakes, post buoys, signboards, or other devices 
placed in the water or upon shore for the purpose of 
designating the place where such oysters are planted. 
[§ 5357, L. 0. L.] 

For penalty see Section 149 (6). 
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Penalty 

(6) Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of the foregoing sections of this Act, shall, upon 
conviction, be fined not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$50.00, or be imprisoned not less than five days nor 
more than twenty-five days in the county jail. And it 
shall be the duty of the State Master Fish Warden, his 
deputies and water bailiffs, as well as peace officers, to 
make arrests and institute prosecutions for the violation 
of this Act; and one-half of each fine collected shall be 
paid to the informers. [§ 5358, L. O. L.] 

Oyster Plantations in Netakts Bay — Regula- 
tion of 

Sec. 150. That portion of Netarts Bay, in Tillamook 
County, Oregon, lying south of the quarter-section line 
running east and west through the center of section 19, 
in township 2 south, range 10 west of the Willamette 
meridian, is hereby designated as natural oyster beds; 
and that portion of said bay lying north of said quarter- 
section line is hereby designated and set apart for arti- 
ficial plantations of oysters; and the sizes of such arti- 
ficial plantations shall be as fixed by the local regula- 
tions of any oystermen's association now existing or 
hereafter to be formed on said bay, not exceeding two 
acres in any one plantation, and every person holding a 
claim for the cultivation of oysters on said bay "shall in 
all respects comply with the local regulations applicable 
thereto; provided, however, that no person, firm, cor- 
poration, or association shall be entitled to locate more 
than one such claim. [§ 5359, L. O. L.] 
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Saltwater Crabs — Coos County 

Sec. 151. It shall be unlawful for any person within 
the county of Coos, State of Oregon, or within or upon 
waters thereof, including all bays, harbors, and inlets of 
said county, to kill, take, capture or destroy, any greater 
number than fifty salt-water crabs in one day; and it 
shall be unlawful for any person or persons, firm or cor- 
poration within said county or upon the water thereof, 
to sell or offer for sale, exchange or transport outside 
of the said county, or have in possession, for the purpose 
of such sale or exchange or transportation from said 
county, any of the aforesaid salt-water crabs; and it 
shall be unlawful for any steamboat company, express 
company, or any other common carrier, or corporation, 
or the officers or agents thereof, or any other person, to 
transport or carry out of said county, or to receive or 
have in possession for the purpose of such transporta- 
tion therefrom, any salt-water crabs, except for the pur- 
pose of exhibition or propagation; provided, that this 
Act shall apply to the canning product of salt-water 
crabs within the said county and the exportation of the 
same therefrom, except the operation of any and all crab 
canneries, factories or the handling, transportation or 
exporting of the product of any of such canneries as 
may have been in operation in said county of Coos at 
the time of the passage of Chapter 40, by the Legislative 
Assembly of the State of Oregon, in the year 1907, and 
all that may be in operation on and after January 1, 
1917. [§ 5360, L. 0. L., as amended by Chapter 16, 
Laws of 1915.] 

For penalty see Section 152. 
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Penalty 

Sec 152. Any person or persons, or any manager, 
president, agent, or employe of any firm or corpora- 
tion, who shall violate or assist in the violation of any of 
the provisions of this Act, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $25.00, and not more than 
$500.00, together with the costs of the prosecution, and 
in default of the payment of such fine, shall be impris- 
oned in the county jail one day for every two dollars 
of such fine until the whole thereof shall be paid. 
[§ 5361, L. O. L.] 

Justices to Have Concurrent Jurisdiction 

Sec. 153. Justices of the peace shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction with the circuit courts of this State of all 
offenses mentioned in this Act. [§ 5362, L. O. L.] 

Closed Season for Crabs for Canning or Shipping 

Sec. 154. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation, or any person whatsoever, 
to take or fish from any of the waters of the State of 
Oregon, except in Lincoln County, or have in their 
possession after the same has been taken, for the pur- 
poses of canning or shipping out of the county in which 
they are taken, any crabs during the months of July, 
August, and September of any year. [§ 5363, L. O. L. ; 
Laws 1911, Chap. 52.] 

For penalty see Section 158. 

Limit of Number of Crabs to Be Taken in One 

Week 

Sec. 155. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation to kill, take, or fish from 
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any of the waters of the State of Oregon any greater 
number than forty (40) dozen crabs in any one week. 
[§ 5364, L. 0. L.; Laws 1911, Chap. 52.] 

For penalty see Section 158. 

Possession op Small Crabs Eegulated 

Sec. 156. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation, to take or have in their 
possession, for the purpose of sale or canning, where it 
is lawful to sell and can same, any male or female crab 
measuring less than six and one-half (6%) inches 
across its back. [§ 5365, L. 0. L.; Laws 1911, Chap. 
52.] 

For penalty see Section 158. 

Closed Season for Crawfish 

Sec. 157. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation, to take, fish for, or have 
in their possession any crawfish taken from the waters 
of the State of Oregon, except Clatsop County, during 
the months of November, December, January and Feb- 
ruary of any year. [§ 5367, L. 0. L. ; Laws 1911, Chap. 
52.] 

For penalty see Section 158. 

Penalty 

Sec. 158. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $100.00, and the costs of 
the action. Said fine to be paid to the Master Fish 
Warden and by him deposited with the State Treasurer 
to the credit of the hatchery fund for the district in 
which the fine was imposed. [§ 5368, L. O. L.] 
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Lobsters, Protected Until 1916 — Penalty 

Sec. 159. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
persons, firm or corporation to take or fish for lobsters 
from any of the waters of the State of Oregon, or from 
any waters over which the State of Oregon has juris- 
diction; or to have such lobsters in possession, until 
after January 1, 1916. 

Any person or persons, firm or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this Act shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than $50.00 nor more than 
$200.00, and the costs of the action. One-half of said 
fine must be paid to the informer or prosecuting witness, 
and the other half must be paid to the Master Fish 
Warden to be placed to the credit of the hatchery fund 
for the district in which the violation was committed.
